W a s h in g to n , July 2 7 .— The navy de­ 
portment yesterday made public the re­ 
ports of Admiral Sampson, Commodore 
Schley, Captain Clark of the Oregon 
and Captain Evans of the Iowa on the 
battle of Jnly 3, which resulted in the 
destruction of 
Cervera’s 
squadron. 
Sampson’s report said in part: 


The Detailed Report.

Sib—I have the honor to m ake the following 
report upon the battle w ith and the destruc­ 
tion of the Spanish squadron, commanded by 
Admiral Cervera, off Santiago de Cube, on 
Sunday, July 8, 1808. 
Second—The enemy’s vessels came out of 
the harbor between 9:35 and IO a. rn., the head 
of the colum n appearing around Cay Smith at 
9:31 and emerging from the channel five or six 
minutes later. 
Third—The positions of the vessels of my 
command off Santiago at that moment were a f 
follows. 
The flagship New York was four miles east 
of her blockading station and about seven 
miles from the harbor entrance. She had 
started for Siboney, where I intended to land, 
accompanied by my staff, and go to the front 
tooonsnlt with (general Shafter. A discus­ 
sion of the situation and a more definite 
understanding between us of the operations 
proposed had hem rendered necessary by the 
unexpectedly strong resistance of the Spanish 
garrison of Santiago. I had sent my chief of 
staff on shore the day before to arrange an in­ 
terview with General Shafter, who had been 
suffering 
heat prostration. 
I 
m adlr^lF 
ran gem en ta to go to his headquarters and my 
flagship was in the position mentioned above 
when the Spanish squadron appeared in the 
channel. The remaining vessels were in or 
near their usual blockading positions, distrib­ 
uted in a semi-circle about the harbor en­ 
trance, counting from the eastwatft to the 
westward lh the following order: 


Positions of O ther Vessel*. 
®»e Indiana, about a mile and a half from 
shore, thoOregon—the New York’* place be 
tween these two—the Iowa, Texas and Brook­ 
lyn, the latter two miles from the shore west 
of Santiago. The distance of the vessels from 
the harbor entrance was from two and one- 
half to four miles—the latter being the limit 
of day-blockading distance. The length of tbs 
we formed by the ships was about eight miles. 
The Massachusetts had left at 4 a. rn. for 
Guantanamo for coal. Her station was be­ 
tween the Iowa and Texas. The auxiliaries 
Gloucester and Vixen lay close to the land and 
nearer the harbor entrance than the large ves­ 
sels, the Gloucester to the eastw ard and the 
Vixen to the westward. The torpedoboat 
anccson was in company with the flagship and 
remained with her during the chase until or- 
ered to discontinue, when she rendered very 
efficient service in rescuing prisoners from th* 
urning Vizcaya. I enclose a diagram show­ 
up approximately the positions of the vessels 
as described above.

them rapidly past the blockading vessels and 
the battle developed into a chase, in which the 
Brooklyn aud Texas had at the start the ad­ 
vantage of position. The Brooklyn maintained 
this lead. The Oregon, steaming with amaz­ 
ing speed from the commencement of the 
action, took first place. The Iowa and the 
Indiana having done good work, and not hav­ 
ing the speed of the other ships, were di­ 
rected by me, in succession at about the time 
the Vizcaya was beached, to drop out of the 
chase and resume blockading stations. These 
vessels rescued many prisoners. The Vixen 
finding that the rush of the Spanish ships 
would put her between two fires, ran outside 
of our own column and remained there dur­ 
ing the battle and chase. 
Skillful Handling of Gloucester. 


Seventh—The skillful handling and gallant 
fighting of the Gloucester excited the ad­ 
m iration of everyone who witnessed it, and 
m erits the commendation of the navy depart­ 
ment. She is a fast and entirely unprotected 
auxiliary vessel—the yacht Corsair—and has a 
good battery of light rapidflre guns. She was 
lying about two miles from the harbor en­ 
trance to the southward and eastward and im­ 
mediately steamed in. opening fire upon the 
large ships. 
Anticipating the Pluton M 
Furor, the Gloucester wee slowed, thereby 
gaining more rapidly a high premure of steam. 
and when the destroyers came out she steamed 
for them at full speed and was able to close 
to short range, u^ere her fire was accurate, 
deadly and of great volume. During this fight 
the' Gloucester was under the fire of the 
Soriapa battery. W ithin ‘Al minntes from the 
time they emerged from Santiago harbor the 
careers of the Furor and Pluton were ended 
and two-thirds of their people killed- The 
Furor was beached and sunk in the?Surf: the 
Pluton sank in deep w ater a few minutes 
later. The destroyers probably suffered much 
Injury from the secondary batterie* of the 
battleships Iowa and Indiana and tbs Texas, 
yet I think a very considerable factor in their 
I perdy destruction was the fire, at close range, 
•it the Gloucester battery. 
After rescuing 
the survivors of the destroyers, the Glouces­ 
ter did excellent service in landing and secur­ 
ing the crew of the Infanta Maria Teresa. 
Eighth—The method of ascape attem pted by 
the Spaniards—all steering in the same direc 


Admiral Sampson in section 12 of his 
report then described the method of 
blockading. He further said: 
Thirteenth—When all the work was done so 
well it is difficult to discriminate in praise. 
The object of the blockade of Cervera’s squad­ 
ron was fully accomplished and each indi­ 
vidual bore well his part in it—the commodore 
in command on the second division, the cap­ 
tains of the ships, their officers and men. The 
fire of the battleships was powerful and de­ 
structive and the resistance of the Spanish 
squadron was, in great part, broken almost 
before they had got beyond the range of their 
own forts. 


Fine Speed of th e Oregon. 
o 
The fine speed of the Oregon enabled her to 
take a front position in the chase and the 
Cristobal Colon did not give up until the 
Oregon had thrown a 18-inch shell beyond her. 
This performance adds to the already brilliant 
record of this fine battleship and speaks 
highly of the skill and care with which her 
admirable efficiency has been maintained d ur­ 
ing a service unprecedented in the history of 
vessels of her class. The Brooklyn's westerly 
blockading position gave he- an advantage in 
the chase which she maintained to the end, 
and she employed her fine battery with telling 
effect. 
The Texas and the New York were 
gaining on the chase during the last hour and 
had any accident befallen the Brooklyn or the 
Oregon would have speedily overhauled the 
Cristobal Colon. From the moment the Span­ 
ish vessel exhausted her first burst of speed 
the result was never in doubt. 
She fell, in fact, far below w hat might rea­ 
sonably have been expected of her. Careful 
measurements of time and distance give her 
an average speed—from the time she cleared 
the harbor mouth until the time she was run on 
shore at Rio Tarquino—of 18.7 knots. Neither 
the Now York nor the Brooklyn stopped to 
couple up their forward engines, but ran out 
the chase with one pair, getting steam, of 
course, as rapidly as possible on all boilers. 
To stop to couple up the forward engines 
would have meant a delay of 15 minutes—or 
four railes in the chase. 
Fourteenth—Several 
of

diately, engage and pursue. This was promptly 
and effectively done. As already stated, the 
first rush of the Spanish squadron carried it 
past a number of the blockading ships, which 
could not immediately work; up their best 
speed; but they suffered heavily in passing, 
and the Infanta Maria Teresa and the Oquendo 
were probably set on fire by shells fired during 
the 15 minutes of the engagement. It was 
afterw ard learned that the Infanta Maria 
Teresa’s fire main had been cut by one of our 
first shots and that she was unable to extin­ 
guish fire. W ith large volumes of smoke ris­ 
ing from their lower decks aft these vessels 
gave up both fight and flight and ran Im on the 
beach—the Infanta Maria Teresa at about 10:15 
a. rn., at Nima Nima, six and one-half miles 
from Sanding* harbor entrance, and the Al­ 
m irante Oquendo at about 10:80 a. rn., a t Juan 
Gonzales, seven miles from the port. 
Rescue o f Prisoners. 
Ninth—The Vizcaya was still under the fire of 
the leading vessels, the Cristobal Colon had 
drawn ahead, leading the chase, and soon 
passed beyond the range of the guns of the 
leadiug American ships. The Vizcaya was 
soon set on fire, and at ll :15 she turned in 
shore and was beached at Azerraderos, 15 
miles from Santiago, burning fiercely and with 
her reserves of ammunition on deck already 
beginning to explode. W hen about ten miles 
west of Santiago the Indiana had been sig­ 
naled to go back to the harbor entrance, and 
at Azerradoes the Iowa was signaled to “re­ 
sume blockading station.” The Iowa, assisted 
by the Briccson and the Hist, took off the 
crew of the Vizcaya, while the Harvard and 
the Gloucester rescued these of the Infanta 
Maria Teresa and the Alimirante Oquendo. 
This rescue of prisoners, 
including the 
wounded, from the burning Spanish vessels 
was the occasion of some of the most daring 
and gallant conduct of the day. The ships 
were burning fore and aft. their guns and re­ 
serve ammunition were exploding, and it was 
not known at what moment the fire would 
reach the main magazines. In addition to this, 
a heavy surf was running just inside of the 
Spanish ships. 
But no risks deterred our offi­ 
cers and men until their work of humanity 
was complete. 
Tenth—There remained now of the Spanish 
ships only the Cristobal Colon—but she was 
their best and fastest vessel. Forced by the 
situation to hug the Cuban coast, her only 
chance of escape was by superior and sus­ 
tained speed. When the Vizcaya w ent ashore 
the Colon was about six railes ahead of the 
Brooklyn and the Oregon, but her spurt was 
finished and the American ships were now 
gaining on her. 
Behind the Brooklyn and the 
Oregon came the Texas, Vixen and New York. 
It was evident from the bridge of the New 
York that all the American ships were gradu­ 
ally overhauling the chase, and that she had no 
chance of escape. 
At 12:50 the Brooklyn and the Oregon 
opened fire and got her range—the Oregon’s 
heavy shells striking beyond her—and at 1:20 
she gave up .w ithout firing another shell, 
hauled down her colors and ran ashore at Rio 
Torquino, 48 miles from Santiago, Captain 
Cook of the Brooklyn went on board to receive 
the surrender. While his boat was alongside 
I came up in the New York, received his re­ 
port and placed the Oregon in charge of the 
wreck, to save her if possible, and directed 
the prisoners to be transferred to the Resolute, 
which had followed the chase. 
Colon Probably Not Mach Injured. 
Commodore Schley, whose chief of staff had 
gone on board to receive the surrender, had 
directed that all their personal effects should 
be retained by the officers. This order I did 
not modify. The Cristobal Colon was not in­ 
jured by our firing, and probably is not much 
injured by beaching, though she ran ashore at 
high speed. The beach was so steep that she 
came off by the working of the sea. But her 
sea valves were opened and broken, treacher­ 
ously, I am sure, after her surrender, and de­ 
spite all efforts she sank. When it became evi­ 
dent that she could not be kept afloat she was 
pushed by the New York bodily up on the 
beach—the New York’s stem being placed 
against her for this purpose—the ship being 
handled by Captain Chadwick with admirable 
Judgment—aud sank in shoal water and may 
be saved. Had this not been done shc-would 
have gone down in deep ira te rfa d would have

The admiral follows with more details 
and then signs the report. 
Commodore Schley’s report said in 
part, regarding the battle of July a, 
1898: 
Second—At 9:35 a. rn. Admiral Cervera, w ith 


the Infanta Maria Teresa, Vizcaya, Oquendo, 
Cristobal Colon and two torpedoboat destroy­ 
ers, came out of the harbor of Santiago de 
Cuba in column at distance and attem pted to 
escape to the westward. Signal was made 
from the Iowa that the enemy was coming out, 
but his movement had been discovered from 
this ship at the same moment. This vessel was 
the farthest west .except the Vixen,in the block­ 
ading line; signal was made to the western 
division as prescribed in your general orders 
and there was immediate and rapid movement 
inward by your squad.!on and a gen ‘rat en­ 
gagement at ranges beginning at I,IQI yards 
snd varying to 3.000 until the Vizcaya was de­ 
stroyed abont IO: 59 a. rn. 


Two Vessels Took Fire. 
Third—Aboottt 20 or 25 minutes after the en­ 
gagement began two vessels, thought to be 
the Teresa and Oquendo and since verified as 
such, took fire from the effective shell fire of 
the squadron and were forced to run on the 
beach some six or seven miles west of the har­ 
bor entrance, where they burned and blew up 
later. The torpedoboat destroyers were de­ 
stroyed early in the action, but the smoke was 
so dense in their direction that I cannot say to 
which vessel or vessels the credit belongs. 
This doubtless was better seen from your 
flagship. 
Fourth—The Vizoaya and Colon, perceiving 
the disaster to their consorts, continued at full 
speed to the westward to escape, and were 
followed and engaged in a runniug fight with 
the Brooklyn, Texas, Iowa and Oregon until 
10:50, when the Vizcaya took fire from our 
shells. She put her helm to port, and with a 
heavy list to port, stood inshore and ran 
aground at Asseradores, about 21 miles west 
of Santiago, on fire fore and aft, a n i where 
she blew up during the night. Observing that 
she had struck her colors and that several ves­ 
sels were nearing her to capture and save her 
crew, signal was made to cease firing. The 
Oregon having proved vastly faster than the 
other battleships, she and the Brooklyn, to­ 
gether with the Texas and anothar vessel, 
which proved to be your flagship, continued 
westward in pursuit of the Colon. 
Fifth—This pursuit continued with increas­ 
ing speed in the Brooklyn, Oregon and other 
ships, and soon the Brooklyn and the Oregon 
were within long range of the Colob, when the 
Oregon opened fire with her 18-inch guns, 
landing a shell close to the Cristobal Colon. A 
moment afterw ard the Brooklyn opened fire 
with her 8-inch guns, landing a shell just 
ahead of her. 
Several other shells were fired 
at the Colon, now in range of the Brooklyn’s 
and Oregon’s guns. Her commander, seeing 
all chances of escape cut off and destruction 
awaiting his ship, fired a lee gun and struck 
her flag at 1:15 p. rn. and ran ashore a t a point 
some 50 miles west of Santiago harbor. 
Your 
flagship was coming up rapidly at the time, as 
was also the Texas and Vixen. 
A little later, 
after your arrival, the Cristobal Colon, which 
had struck to the Brooklyn and the Oregon, 
was turned over to you as one of the trophies 
of this great victory of the squadron under 
your command. 
Commodore Schley then tells of his 
being sent to meet another Spanish bat­ 
tleship reported, which turned out to be 
an Austrian vessel. He further said: 
Seventh—I would mention for your consid­ 
eration that the Brooklyn occupied the most 
westward blockading position with the Vixen 
and being more directly in the route taken by 
the Spanish squadron was exposed for some 
minutes, possibly ten, to the gun fire of the 
three Spanish ships and the west battery at a 
range of 1,50.J yards from the ships and about 
3,000 yards from the batteries, but the vessels 
of the entire squadron, closing in rapidly, soon 
diverted this fire and did magnificent work at 
close range. 
I have never before witnessed 
such deadly and fatally accurate shooting as 
was done by the ships of your command as 
they closed in on the Spanish squadron.

SPANISH MADE SOME RESISTANCE. 


Marino* From th* Glouoester Had a 
Skirmish W ith Soldier*, Afterjthe Span­ 
ish Flag Had Been Hauled Down and

W a s h in g to n , July 27.—The war de­ 
partment posted the following about 
11:30 last night: 
‘•St T hom as, July 26, 1898. 
Secretary of W ar, Washington, D. C.: 
“Circumstances were such 
that I 
deemed it advisable to take the harbor 
of Guanica first, 15 miles west of Ponce, | 
which was successfully accomplished ( 
between daylight and 
ll 
o’clock. 
Spaniards surprised. The Gloucester, 
Commander Wainwright, first entered 
the harbor; met with slight resistance; 
fired a few shots. All the transports 
are now in the harbor and infantry and 
artillery rapidly going ashore. 
“This is a well-protected harbor, 
sufficiently deep for all transports and 
heavy vessels to anchor within 200 
yards of shore. The Spanish flag was 
lowered and the American flag raised 
at ll o’clock today. Captain Higginson 
with his fleet has rendered able and 
earnest assistance. 
Troops in good 
health and best of spirits. No casualties. 
(Signed)

P o r t o f G u a n ic a , Island of Porto 
Rico, Jnly 25, via Island of St. Thomas, 
Danish West Indies, July 27.—The 
United States military expedition under 
the command of Major General Nelson 
A. Miles, commanding the army of the 
United States, which left Guantanamo 
bay during the evening of Thursday 
last, July 21, was landed here success­ 
fully today after a skirmish with a de­ 
tachment of the Spanish troops and a 
crew of 30 belonging to the launch of 
the United States auxiliary gunboat 
Glouoester, formerly Mr. J. Pierpout 
Morgan's steam yacht Corsair. 
Four 
of the Spaniards were killed and no 
Americans were hurt. 
The troops 
were pushed forward promptly in order 
to capture the railroad leading to Ponce, 
which is only abont ten miles east of 
this place. 
From Ponce there is an excellent 
military road running 85 miles north to 
San Juan. 
The whole of General Brooke’s force, 
with the New Orleans, Annapolis, Cin­ 
cinnati, Leyden and Wasp, are expected 
here within 24 hoars. 
The ships left Guantanamo Bay sud­ 
denly on Thursday evening with the 
Massachusetts, commanded by Capelin 
F. J. Higginson, 
leading. 
Captain 
Higginson was in charge of the naval 
expedition, which consisted of the Col­ 
umbia, Dixie, Glouoester and Yale. 
General Miles was on board the last 
named vessel. 
The troops were on 
board the transports Nueoes, Lampasas, 
Comanche, Rita, Unionist, Stillwater, 
City of Macon and Specialist. 
The voyage from Guantanamo bay to 
this port was uneventful. At noon 
yesterday General Miles called for a 
consultation, announcing that he was 
determined not to go by San Juan cape, 
but by the Mona passage instead, land 
there to surprise the Spaniards and de­ 
ceive their military authorities. The 
course was then changed and the Dixie 
Was sent to warn General Brooke at 
Cape San Juan. 
One advantage of this place is that it 
is situated close to the railroad connec­ 
tion with Ponce, which means of trans­ 
portation oar troops hope to secure to­ 
day. 
Early this morning the Gloucester, in 
charge of Lieutenant Commander Wain­ 
wright, steamed into Guanica harbor in 
order to reconciler the place. With the 
fleet waiting outside the gallant little 
fighting yacht braved the mines which 
were supposed to be in the harbor and 
fonnd that there were five fathoms of 
water close in shore. 
Guanica bay is a quiet place, sur­ 
rounded by cultivated lands. In the 
rear are high mountains aud close to the 
beach nestles a village of abont 20 
houses. 
The Spaniards were completely taken 
by surprise. 
Almost the first they 
knew of the approach of the army of in­ 
vasion was in the announcement con­ 
tained in the firing of a gun from the 
Gloucester, demanding that tho Span­ 
iards haul down their flag, which was 
floating from a flagstaff in front of a 
blockhouse standing to the east of the 


village, file nm couple ot tnree-pouna- 
ers were fired into the hills, right and 
left of the bay, purposely avoiding the 
town lest the projectiles hurt women 
and children. 
The Gloucester then 
hove to within abont 600 yards of the 
shore, and lowered a launch having on 
board a Colt rapidflre gun and 30 men, 
under the command of Lieutenant Huse, 
which was sent ashore without encoun­ 
tering opposition. 
Quartermaster Beck thereupon told 
Yeoman Lacy to haul down the Spanish 
flag, which was done, and they then 
raised the United States flag over Porto 
Rican soil. 
Suddenly about 30 Spaniards opened 
fire with Mauser rifles on the American 
party. Lieutenant Huse and his men 
responded with great gallantry, the 
Coit gun doing effective work. Nor­ 
man, who received Admiral Oervera’s 
surrender, aud Wood, a volunteer lieu­ 
tenant, shared the honors with Lieuten­ 
ant Huse. 
Almost immediately after Hie Span­ 
iards tired on the Americans the Glou­ 
cester opened tire on the enemy with all 
aer three and six-ponnders whioh could 
be brought to bear, shelling the town 
and dropping shells into the hills to the 
west of Guanioa, where a number of 
Spanish cavalry were to be seen hasten* 
ing toward tho spot where the Ameri­ 
cans had landed. 
Lieutenant Huse then threw ap a 
little fort, which he named Fort Wain­ 
wright, aud placed barbed wire in the 
street in front of it in order to repel,the 
expected cavalry attack. The nonten­ 
ant also mounted the Colt gun and sig­ 
naled for reinforcements, which were 
sent from the Gloucester. The Asso­ 
ciated Press dispatch boat Cynthia II 
was the only boat in the harbor except 
the Gloucester. 
While the Mausers were peppering 
all around 
Lieutenant Commander 
Wainwright called to the Associated 
Press correspondent and said: 
“They fired on as after their flag was 
down and ours was ap and after I had 
spared the town for the sake of the 
women and children. The next town 
I strike I will blow up.” 
Presently a few of the Spanish cav­ 
alry joined those who were fighting in 
the street of Guanica, but the Colt 
barked to a purpose, killing four of 
them. 
By that time the Gloucester had the 
range of the town and of tne block­ 
house and all her guns were ^pitting 
lire, the doctor and the paymaster help­ 
ing to serve the guns. 
Soon 
afterward galloping cavalry 
were seen climbing the hills to tbs 
westward and the foot soldiers were 
scurrying along the fences from the 
town. 
By about 9:45, with the exception of 
a few guerrilla shots, the town was won 
and the enemy was driven oat of its 
neighborhood. 
The Red Cross nurses on the Lampa­ 
sas and a detachment of regulars were 
tne first to land from the transports. 
After Lieutenant Huse had captured 
the place he deployed his small force 
into the suburbs. 
But he was soon re­ 
inforced by thegregnlars, who were fol­ 
lowed by Company G of the Sixth Illi­ 
nois ana then by other troops in quick 
succession. All the boats of the men-of- 
war and the transports were need in the 
work of lauding the troops, each steam 
launch towing four or five boats with 
soldiers. But everything progressed in 
an orderly manner and according to the 
piaus of General Miles. Tne latter went 
ashore at about noon, after stopping to 
board the Glouoester find thank Lieu­ 
tenant Commander Wainwright for his 
gallant actiou. 
General Miles said to a correspondent 
of The Associated Press: 
“Guanica and Cinga are in the disaf­ 
fected portion of the island. Matteo, 
the insurgent leader, lives at Yauco, a 
few miles inland. Had we landed at 
Cape San Juan a line of rifle pits might 
have stopped our advance.” 
The spirits of the troops, men and 
officers, is admirable. 
The Massachusetts aud Illinois con­ 
tingents, which have been cooped up 
on board the Yale and Rita for a fort­ 
night, will be delighted to get ashore. 
There were 15 large, coasters this 
afternoon at Gnanica bay, but only two 
barges were captured. 
It is likely that the Spanish garrison 
from Ponce may try to surprise our 
people tonight. But it will only be an 
affair of outposts. 
The town of Ponce is sure to fall 
shortly before the combined attack of 
our army any navy. The main fight­ 
ing until San J uan de Porto Rico is 
reached will likely be along the line of 
a splendid military road leading from 
Ponoe to San Juan de Porto Rico. But 
every precaution will be taken to lessen: 
our casualties even to the use of street- 
ahields, of which a supply was brought 
with the expedition. 
The health of the troops is excellent,; 
except among the Massachusetts men.. 
They have been packed on the Yale for 
abont 15 days, and about 30 cases of 
typhoid fever have developed among 
the soldiers. 
Parker of the Sixth 
Massachusetts died on Friday and was 
buried at sea. 
Later in the day the Dixie spoke the 
dispatch boat of the Associated Press. 
It was then about 9 o’clock at night, 
and the commander of the Dixie said 
he had been almost around the island of 
Porto Rico aud had not seen any men- 
of-war or transports, except the New 
Orleans, which was blockading the port 
of San Juan de Porto Rico.

W a s h in g to n , July 37.—The navy de­ 
partment yesterday made public the re­ 
ports of Admiral Sampson, Commodore 
Schley, Captain Clark of the Oregon 
and Captain Evans of the Iowa on the 
battle of July 3. which resulted in the 
destruction 
of 
Cervera’s 
squadron. 
Sampson’s report said in part:

) 
Sir—I have the honor to m ake th e following 
report upon the b attle w ith and th e destruc­ 
tion of the Spanish squadron, com m anded by 
Admiral Cervera, off Santiago de Cuba, on 
Sunday. July 8,1808. 
Second—The enem y’s vessels cam e out of 
the harbor between 9:35 and IO a. rn., the head 
of the column appearing around Cay Sm ith at 
9:31 and em erging from th e channel Ave or six 
minutes later. 
Third—The positions of th e vessels of my 
command off Santiago a t th a t m om ent w ere af 
follows: 
The flagship New Y ork w as four m iles east 
of her blockading station and about seven 
miles from the h arbor entrance. She had 
started for Siboney, w here I intended to land, 
accompanied by m y staff, and go to the fro n t 
to consult w ith (general Shafter. A discus­ 
sion of the situation 
and a m ore definite 
understanding betw een us of the operations 
proposed had been rendered necessary by the 
nnexjxM-tedly strong resistance of th e Spanish 
(garrison of Santiago. I had sent m y chief of 
staff on shore the day before to arrange an in ­ 
terview with G eneral Shafter, who had been

flagship was in the position m entioned above 
when the Spanish squadron appeared in the 
channel. The rem aining vessels w ere in or 
near their usual blockading positions, distrib­ 
uted in a semi-circle about the harbor en­ 
trance, counting from the eastw anl to the 
westward lh the following o rd e r:

®ie Indiana, about a m ile and a half from 
shore, the:Oregon—the New Y ork’s place be­ 
tween these two—the Iowa, Texas and Brook­ 
lyn, the latter tw o m iles from the shore w est 
of Santiago. The distance of th e vessels from 
the harbor entrance was from tw o and one- 
half to four miles—the la tte r being the limit 
of day-bh)ckading distance. The length of the 
arc formed by the ships was about eight miles.

The auxiliaries 
Gloucester and Vixen lay close to the land and 
nearer the harbor entrance than the large ves­ 
sels, the Gloucester to the eastw ard and the !

The Oregon, steam ing w ith amaz 
ing speed from the com m encem ent of the 
action, took first place. The Iowa and the 
Indiana having done go<id w ork, and not hav­ 
ing the speed of the other ships, were di­ 
re c ts! by me, in succession a t about the time 
the Vizcaya was beached, to drop out of the 
chase and resume blockading stations. These 
vessels rescued many prisoners. The Vixen 
finding that the rush of the Spanish ships 
would put her between tw o fires, ran outside 
of our own column and rem ained there d u r­ 
ing the battle and chase. 


Skillful H andling o f G loucester. 


Seventh—The skillful handling and gallant 
fighting of the G loucester excited the ad­ 
m iration of everyone who w itnessed it, and 
m erits the com mendation of the navy depart­ 
m ent. She is a fast and entirely unprotected 
auxiliary vessel—the yacht C orsair—and 
a 
good b attery of light rapidfire guns. She was 
lying about tw o m iles from the harbor en­ 
trance to the southw ard and eastw ard and im ­ 
m ediately steam ed in. opening fire upon tho 
large ships. 
A nticipating th e Pluton and 
Furor, the Gloucester w as slowed, thereby 
gaining m ore rapidly a high pressure of steam. 
and w hen the destroyers came out she steamed 
for them at full *i>eed and was able to close 
to sh o rt range, ugiere her fire was accurate, 
deadly and of great volume. D uring this fight 
th er G loucester was under th e fire of the 
Socapa battery. W ithin 30 m inntes from the 
tim e they em erged from Santiago harbor th e 
careers of the Furor and P luton w ere ended 
arui two-thirds of th eir people kiligrf. The 
F uror w as beached and sunk in thtffurf: the 
Pluton sank in deep w ater a few m inutes 
later. The destroyers probably suffered m uch 
Injury from the secondary batteries; of the 
battleships Iowa and Indiana and the Texas, 
yet I think a very considerable factor in th eir 
»peedy destruction was the flre, at close range, 
of the G loucester battery. 
A fter rescuing 
the survivors of the destroyers, the Glouces­ 
ter did excellent service in landing and secur­ 
ing the crew of the In fan ta M aria Teresa. 
Eighth—The method of escape attem pted by 
the Spaniards—all steering in the same direc- 


A dm ira I Sampson m section 12 of his 
report then described the method of 
blockading. 
He further said: 
T hirteenth—When all the work was done so 
well it is difficult to discrim inate in praise. 
The object of the blockade of C ervera’s squad­ 
ron was fully accomplished and each indi­ 
vidual boro well his part in it—the commodore 
in command on the second division, the cap­ 
tains of the ships, their officers and men. The 
flre of the battleships was pow erful and de­ 
structive and the resistance of the Spanish 
squadron was, in great part, broken almost 
before they had got beyond the range of their 
own forts. 


Fine Speed of th e O regon. 


The fine speed of the Oregon enabled her to 
take a front position in the chase and the 
Cristobal Colon did not give up until the 
Oregon had throw n a 13-inch shell beyond her. 
This perform ance adds to the already brilliant 
record of this fine battleship and speaks 
highly of the skill and care w-ith which her 
adm irable efficiency has been m aintained d u r­ 
ing a service unprecedented in the history of 
vessels of her class. The Brooklyn’* w esterly 
blockading position gave he- an advantage in 
the chase which she m aintained to the end, 
and she employed her fine b attery w ith telling 
effect. 
The Texas and the New York were 
gaining on the chase daring the last hour and 
had any accident befallen the Brooklyn or the 
Oregon would have speedily overhauled the 
Cristobal Colon. From the mom ent the Span­ 
ish vessel exhausted h er first b u rst of speed 
the result was never In doubt. 
She fell, in fact, far below w hat m ight rea­ 
sonably have been expected of her. Careful 
m easurem ent* of tim e and distance give her 
an average speed—from the tim e she cleared 
the harbor mouth until the tim e she was run on 
shore at Rio Tarquino—of 18.7 knots. N either 
the Now- York nor the Brooklyn stopped to 
couple up their forw ard engines, b u t ran out 
the chase w ith one pair, getting steam , of 
course, as rapidly as possible on all boilers. 
To stop to couple up the forw ard engines 
would have m eant a delay of 15 m inutes—o r 
four miles in the chase. 
F ourteenth—Several 
of 
the ships 
w ere 
struck, the Brooklyn m ore often than th e oth- 
tion, and in form ation, removed all tactical I f 
^ 
ut very “light J 0a^ rj*d in ju ry was done, 
ihe greatest being aboard the Iowa. 
O ur loss 
was one man killed and one wounded, both on 
the Brooklyn. 
The admiral follows with more details 
and then signs the report. 
Commodore Schley’s report said in 
part, regarding the battle of July 8, 
1898: 
Second—At 9:35 a. rn. A dm iral Oervera, with 


doubts or difficulties, and m ade plain the duty 
of every United States vessel to close in im m e­ 
diately , engage and pursue. T his was prom ptly 
and effectively done. As already stated, the 
first rush of the Spanish squadron carried it 
past a num ber of the blockading ships, which 
could not imm ediately w ork; up th eir best 
speed; but they suffered heavily in passing, 
and the Infanta M aria Teresa and the Oquendo 
were probably set on fire by shells fired during 
the 15 m inutes of th e engagem ent. It was 
afterw ard learned th a t the In fan ta M aria 
Teresa’s fire m ain' had been cu t by one of our 
first shots and that she was unable to ex tin ­ 
guish fire. W ith large volum es of smoke ris­ 
ing from th eir lower decks a ft these vessels 
gave up both fight aud flight and ran ta on the 
beach—the Infanta M aria T eresa a t about 10:15 
a. rn., a t N im a Nima, six and one-half miles 
from Bandage harbor entrance, and the Al­ 
m irante Oquendo a t about 10:80 a. rn., a t Ju an 
Gonzales, seven miles from the port. 
Rescue o f Prisoners. 
N in th —The Vizcaya was still under the fire of 
the leading vessels, th e Cristobal Colon had 
draw n ahead, leading the chase, and soon 
passed beyond the range of th e guns of th e 
leading Am erican ships. The Vizcaya was 
soon set on fire, and a t ll :15 she tu rn ed in 
shore and was beached a t A zerraderos, 15 
m iles from Santiago, burning fiercely and w ith 
her reserves of am m unition on deck already 
beginning to explode. W hen about ten miles 
w est of Santiago the Indiana had been sig­ 
naled to go back to the h arbor entrance, and 
a t Azerradoes the Iowa was signaled to “re­ 
sum e blockading station.” The Iowa, assisted 
by the Ericeson and th e H ist, took off the 
crew of the Vizcaya, while th e H arvard and 
the G loucester rescued these of the Infanta 
M aria Teresa and the A lim irante Oquendo. 
This rescue of prisoners, 
including the 
wounded, from the burning Spanish vessels 
was the occasion of some of the m ost daring 
and gallant conduct of the day. The ships 
w ere burning fore and aft. th e ir guns and re­ 
serve am m unition w ere exploding, and it was 
not know n at w hat m om ent th e fire would 
reach the m ain magazines. In addition to this, 
a heavy surf was running ju st inside of the 
Spanish ships. 
But no risks d eterred our offi­ 
cers and men until their w ork of hum anity 
w as complete. 
T enth—There rem ained now of the Spanish 
ships only the Cristobal Colon—but she was 
th e ir best and fastest vessel. Forced by the 
situation to hug the Cuban coast, her only 
chance of escape was by superior and sus­ 
tained speed. W hen the V izcaya w ent ashore 
the Colon was about six miles ahead of the 
Brooklyn and the Oregon, b u t her sp u rt was 
finished and the American ships w ere now 
gaining on her. 
Behind the Brooklyn and the 
Oregon came the Texas, Vixen and New York. 
I t was evident from the bridge of the New 
Y ork th a t all the American ships w ere gradu­ 
ally overhauling the chase, and th a t she had no 
chance of escape. 
A t 12:50 the Brooklyn and the Oregon 
opened fire and got her range—the Oregon’s 
heavy shells striking beyond her—and a t 1:20 
she gave up , w ithout firing another shell, 
hauled down her colors and ran ashore at Rio 
Torquino, 48 miles from Santiago, Captain 
Cook of the Brooklyn w ent on board to receive 
the surrender. While his boat was alongside 
I came up in the New York, received his re­ 
port and placed the Oregon in charge of the 
wreck, to save her if possible, and directed 
the prisoners to be transferred to the Resolute, 
which had followed the chase. 
Colon Probably Not Mach Injured. 
Commodore Schley, whose chief of staff had 
gone on board to receive the surrender, had 
directed th a t all their personal effects should 
be retained by the officers. This order I did 
not modify. The Cristobal Colon was not in­ 
ju red by our firing, and probably is not much 
injured by beaching, though she ran ashore a t 
high speed. The beach was so steep th at she 
came off by the w orking of the sea. But her 
sea valves w ere opened and broken, treacher­ 
ously, I am sure, after her surrender, and de­ 
spite all efforts she sank. W hen it became evi­ 
dent th a t she could not be kept afloat she was 
pushed by the New York bodily up on the 
beach—the New York’s stem being placed 
against her for this purpose—the ship ‘>eing 
handled by Captain Chadwick with adm irable 
ju d g m e n t—and sank in shoal w ater and may 
be saved. Had this not been done sh ywould 
have gone down in deep irater and would have 
been to a certainty a total lo** 
Eleventh—I regard IM* complete and im ­ 
portant victory over thP % anish forces as the 
successful result of s e v « J R « i of arduous 
and c lo s e blockade so stringent and effective 
during the night that the enemy was d p te m d 
from making che attem pt to esf_ ip-* ^ m ght 
and d e lib e r a t e ly elected to make the attem p in 
daylight.

the Infanta M arla Teresa, Vizcaya, Oquendo, 
Cristobal Colon and two torpedoboat destroy­ 
ers, came out of the harbor of Santiago de 
Cuba in column a t distance and attem pted to 
escape to the w estw ard. Hignal was made 
from the Iowa th a t the enemy was coming out, 
but his m ovem ent had been discovered from 
this ship a t the same moment. This vessel was 
the farth est w est,except the Vixen,in the biotic- 
ading line; signal was m ade to the w estern 
division as prescribed in your general orders 
and there was im m ediate and rapid m ovem ent 
inw ard by your squadaon and a gen *ral en­ 
gagem ent at ranges beginning a t 1,181 yards 
and varying to 3,000 until the Vizcaya was de­ 
stroyed abont IO: SO a. m. 


Tw o V essels Took F ire. 
T hird—Abootlt 20 or 25 m inutes after the en­ 
gagem ent began two vessels, thought to be 
the Teresa and Oquendo and since verified as 
such, took fire from the effective shell fire of 
the squadron and were forced to run on the 
beach some six or seven m iles w est of th e har­ 
bor entrance, w here they burned and blew up 
later. The torpedoboat destroyers w ere de­ 
stroyed early in the action, but the smoke was 
so dense in their direction th at I cannot say to 
which vessel or vessels the credit belongs. 
This doubtless was better seen from your 
flagship. 
F ourth—The Vizcaya and Orion, perceiving 
the disaster to th eir consorts, continued a t full 
speed to the w estw ard to escape, and were 
followed and engaged in a runniug fight with 
the Brooklyn, Texas, Iowa and Oregon until 
10:50, w hen the Vizcaya took fire from our 
shells. She put her helm to port, and w ith a 
heavy list to port, stood inshore and ran 
aground a t Asseradores, about 21 miles west 
of Santiago, on flre fore and aft, and where 
she blew up during the night. Observing th at 
she had stru ck her colors and th a t several ves­ 
sels w ere nearing her to capture and 8ave her 
crew, signal was made to cease firing. The 
Oregon having proved vastly faster than the 
other battleships, she and the Brooklyn, to­ 
gether w ith the Texas and anothar vessel, 
which proved to be your flagship, continued 
w estw ard in pursuit of the Colon. 
F ifth—T his pursuit continued w ith increas­ 
ing speed in the Brooklyn, Oregon and other 
ships, and soon the Brooklyn and the Oregon 
w ere w ithin long range of the Colon, when the 
Oregon opened fire w ith her 18-inch guns 
landing a shell close to the Cristobal Colon. A 
m om ent afterw ard the Brooklyn opened flre 
w ith her 8-inch guns, landing a shell ju st 
ahead of her. 
Several other shells w ere fired 
at the Colon, now in range of the Brooklyn’s 
and Oregon’s guns- H er com m ander, seeing 
all chances of escape cut off and destruction 
aw aiting his ship, fired a lee gun and struck 
her flag at 1:15 p. rn. and ran ashore a t a point 
some 50 miles w est of Santiago harbor. 
Your 
flagship was coming up rapidly a t the tim e, as 
was also the Texas and Vixen. 
A little later, 
after your arrival, the Cristobal Colon, which 
had struck to the Brooklyn and the Oregon, 
waa turned over to you as one of the trophies 
of this great victory of the squadron under 
your command. 
Commodore Schley then tells of his 
being sent to meet another Spanish bat­ 
tleship reported, which turned oat to be 
an Austrian vessel. 
He farther said: 
Seventh—I would m ention for your consid­ 
eration th a t the Brooklyn occupied the most 
w estw ard blockading position w ith the Vixen 
and being m ore directly in the route taken by 
the Spanish squadron was exposed for some 
m inutes, possibly ten, to the gun fire of the 
three Spanish ships and the west battery at a 
range of 1,50.J yards from the ships and about 
3,000 yards from the batteries, b u t the vessels 
of the entire squadron, closing in rapidly, soon 
diverted this fire and did m agnificent w ork at 
close range. 
I have never before witnessed 
such deadly and fatally accurate shooting as 
was done by the ships of your command aa 
they closed in on the Spanish squadron.

of Guauica first, 15 miles west of Ponce, | ^ 
which was successfully accomplished 
between 
daylight 
and 
ll 
o’clock. 
Spaniards surprised. 
The Gloucester, 
Commander Wainwright, first entered 
the harbor; met with slight resistance; 
fired a few shots. 
All the transports 
are now in the harbor and infantry and 
artillery rapidly going asnore. 
“This is a well-protected 
harbor, 
sufficiently deep for all transports and 
heavy vessels to anchor within 200 
yards of shore. 
The Spanish flag was 
lowered and the American flag raised 
at ll o’clock today. Captain Higginson 
with his fleet has rendered able and 
earnest assistance. 
Troops in good 
health and best of spirits. No casualties. 
(Signed) 
“ M ile s , 
“Major General, Commanding Army.” 
P o r t o f G u a n ic a , Island of Porto 
Rico, July 25, via Island of St. Thomas, 
Danish West Indies, July 27.—The 
United States military expedition under 
the command of Major General Nelson 
A. Miles, commanding the army of the 
United States, which left Guantanamo 
bay during the evening of Thursday 
last, July 21, was landed here success­ 
fully today after a skirmish with a de­ 
tachment of the Spanish troops and a 
crew of 30 belonging to the launch of 
the United States auxiliary gunboat 
Gloucester, formerly Mr. J. Pierpont 
Morgan's steam yacht Corsair. 
Four 
of the Spaniards were killed and no 
Americans were hurt. 
The troops 
were pushed forward promptly in order 
to capture the railroad leading to Ponce, 
which is only abont ten miles east of 
this place. 
From Ponce there is an excellent 
military road running 85 miles north to 
San Juan. 
The whole of General Brooke’s force, 
with the New Orleans, Annapolis, Cin­ 
cinnati, Leyden and Wasp, are expected 
here within 24 hoars. 
The ships left Guantanamo Bay sud­ 
denly on Thursday evening with the 
Massachusetts, commanded by Capkin 
F. J. Higginson, 
leading. 
Captain 
Higginson was in charge of the naval 
expedition, which consisted of the Col­ 
umbia, Dixie, Gloucester and Yale. 
General Miles was on board the last 
named vessel. 
The troops were on 
board the transports Nueces, Lampasas, 
Comanche, Rita, Unionist, Stillwater, 
City of Macon and Specialist. 
The voyage from Guantanamo bay to 
this port was uneventful. 
At noon 
yesterday General Miles called for a 
consultation, announcing that he was 
determined not to go by San Juan cape, 
but by the Mona passage instead, land 
there to surprise the Spaniards and de­ 
ceive their military authorities. The 
course was then changed and the Dixie 
Was sent to warn General Brooke at 
Cape San Joan. 
One advantage of this place is that it 
is situated close to the railroad connec­ 
tion with Ponce, which means of trans­ 
portation oar troops hope to secure to­ 
day. 
Early this morning the Gloucester, in 
oharge of Lieutenant Commander Wain­ 
wright, steamed into Guanica harbor in 
order to reconoiter the place. 
With the 
fleet waiting outside the gallant little 
fighting yacht braved the mines which 
were supposed to be in the harbor and 
found that there were five fathoms of 
water close in shore. 
Guanica bay is a quiet place, sur­ 
rounded by cultivated lands. 
In the 
rear are high mountains aud close to the 
beach nestles a village of abont 20 
houses. 
The Spaniards were completely taken 
by surprise. 
Almost the first they 
knew of the approach of the army of in­ 
vasion was in the announcement con­ 
tained in the firing of a gun from the 
Gloucester, demanding that the Span­ 
iards haul down their Hag, which was 
floating from a flagstaff in front of a 
blockhouse grandma? to the east of the 


village m e n m couple ot ttire©-pound­ 
er a were (ired into the hills, right aud 
left of the bay, purposely avoiding the 
town lest the projectiles hurt women 
aud children. 
Tho Gloucester then 
hove to within about 600 yards of the 
shore, and lowered a launch having on 
board a Colt rapidfire gun and 30 men, 
under the command of Lieutenant Huse, 
which was stint ashore without encoun­ 
tering opposition. 
Quartermaster Beck thereupon told 
Yeonian Lacy to haul down the Spanish 
flag, which was done, and they then 
raised the United States flag over Porto 
Rican soil. 
Suddenly about 30 Spaniards opened 
fire with Mauser rifles on the American 
party. 
Lieutenant Hose and hie men 
responded with great gallantry, the 
Colt gun doing effective work. Nor- 
man, who received Admiral Oervera’s 
surrender, aud Wood, a volunteer lieu­ 
tenant, shared the honors with Lieuten­ 
ant Huse. 
Almost immediately after the Span­ 
iards tired on the Americans the Glou­ 
cester opened tire on the enemy with all 
aer throe and six-poanders which ooald 
be brought to bear, shelling the town 
and dropping shells into the hills to the 
west of Guauica, where a number of 
Spanish cavalry were to be seen hasten* 
iug toward tho spot where the Ameri­ 
cans had landed. 
Lieutenant Huse then threw up a 
little fort, which he named Fort Wain­ 
wright, aud placed barbed wire in the 
street in front of it in order to repel,the 
expected cavalry attack. The lieuten­ 
ant also mounted the Colt gun and sig­ 
naled for reinforcements, which were 
sent from the Gloucester. 
The Asso­ 
ciated Press dispatch boat Cynthia II 
was the only boat in the harbor exoept 
the Gloucester. 
While the Mausers were peppering 
around 
Lieutenant 
Commander 
I Wainwright called to the Associated 
Press correspondent and said: 
“They tired on us after their flag was 
down and ours was up and after I had 
spared the town for the sake of the 
women and children. 
The next town 
I strike I will blow up.” 
Presently a few of tne Spanish cav­ 
alry joined those who were fighting in 
the street of Guanica, but the Colt 
barked to a purpose, killing four of 
them. 
By that time the Gloucester had the 
range of the town and of tne block­ 
house and all her guns were spitting 
fire, the doctor and the paymaster help­ 
ing to serve the guns. 
rioon 
afterward galloping cavalry 
were seen climbing the hills to the 
westward and the foot soldiers were 
scurrying along the fences from the 
town. 
By about 9:45, with the exception of 
a few guerrilla shots, the town was won 
and the enemy was driven out of its 
neighborhood. 
The Red Cross nurses on the Lampa­ 
sas and a detachment of regulars were 
tne first to land from the transports. 
After Lieutenant Huse had captured 
the place he deployed his small force 
into the suburbs. 
But he was soon re­ 
inforced by the^regulars, who were fol­ 
lowed by Company G of the Sixth Illi­ 
nois ana then by other troops in quick 
succession. All the boats of the men-of- 
war ami che transports were used in the 
work of landing the troops, each steam 
launch towing four or five boats with 
soldiers. 
But everything progressed in 
an orderly manner and according to tho 
plans of General Miles. Tile latter went 
ashore at about noon, after stopping to 
board the Gloucester dud thank Lieu­ 
tenant Commander Wainwright for his 
gallant action. 
General Miles said to a correspondent 
of The Associated Press: 
“Guanica and Cinga are in the disaf­ 
fected portion of the island. Matteo, 
the insurgent leader, lives at Yauco, a 
few nines inland. 
Had we landed at 
Cape San J uau a line of rifle pits might 
have stopped our advance.” 
The spirits of the troops, men and 
officers, is admirable. 
The Massachusetts and Illinois con­ 
tingents, which have been cooped up 
on board the Yale and Rita for a fort­ 
night, will be delighted to get ashore. 
There were 15 large, coasters this 
afternoon at Guauica bay, but only two 
barges were captured. 
It is likely that the Spanish garrison 
from Ponce may try to surprise our 
people tonight. 
Bat it will only be aa 
affair of outposts. 
The town of Ponce is sure to fall 
shortly before the combined attack of 
oar army any navy. The main fight­ 
ing until San J uau de Porto Rico is 
reached will likely be along the line of 
a splendid military road leading from 
Ponce to San Juan de Porto Rico. But 
every precaution will be taken to lessen! 
our casualties even to the use of street- 
diiields, of which a supply was brought 
with the expedition. 
The health of the troops is excellent,; 
except among the Massachusetts men. . 
They have been packed on the Yale for 
abont 15 days, and about 30 cases of 
typhoid fever have developed among 
tne soldiers.

Massachusetts died on Friday and was 
buried at sea. 
Later in the day the Dixie spoke the 
dispatch boat of the Associated Press. 
It was then about 9 o’clock at night, 
aud the commander of the Dixie said 
he had been almost around the island of 
Porto Rico and had not seen any men- 
of-war or transports, except the New 
Orleans, which was blockading the port 
of San Juan de Porto Rico.

STORIES OF BATTLE. 


WOUNDED 
HEROES TELL OF THE 
FIGHT AT SANTIAGO. 


Freak* of the Bullet* From Spanish Man­ 
ser*—Major Conrad and Major Savage 
Joked In the Midst of Danger—A Cuban 
Shot W hile Robbing the Dead. 


Contrary to the expectations of some 
city officials, who never see the rain fall 
without thinking of the monev required 
to pay for repairing washouts, the storm 
last night was not expensive. 
The rain came down in torrents, and 
all the hill streams were rivers. Some 
damage was done on Linooln avenue 
and Calcutta road was washed some 
what, while Lisbon road lost a con 
siderable amount of earth. 
This last 
reached the street railway at the foot of 
the hill and caused discomfort for 
motormen, but cars were not long de 
layed. 
The newly paved gutters in 
Division street suffered perhaps more 
than any other part of town. 
The 
flood found its way under the bricks, 
and ripped them out for a distance of 30 
feet. The damage there will soon be 
repaired. There was no damage in East 
End. 
The railroad company suffered its 
usual loss. Car loads of dirt was washed 
from Third street on the tracks, but at 
4 o’clock a big force was employed 
clearing it away. They had the line 
open in time to allow the early train 
east to pass, bnt it was almost noon be­ 
fore the mass of earth was removed. 
The lightning was vivid for a time, 
and caused a small amount of damage. 
At Boring’s store in Sixth street the 
fluid became entangled with the wires 
whioh operate the electric fan, and there 
was trouble. 
The awning was also 
burned somewhat. 
The storm seems to have been local, 
as there was no rain a few miles north 
of the city.

Good stories of the fight at Santiago 
will be told as long as any of the heroes 
who fought there live to tell them. 
Here are some that were told recently 
by wounded men in the Marine hospital 
on Staten Island: 
Peter Bergman of Company C, Fourth 
infantry, was shot in the neck, the bul­ 
let entering at the collar bone an inch 
from the throat, and coming out just 
below the shoulder blade. 
He said: “ I 
was shot in the charge on San Juan on 
July I. 
The bullets fell like rain and 
not one of U6 expected to get out aliya 
We would run forward about 25 or 30 
yards and then drop flat on the ground, 
fire a few volleys, and then get np and 
make another dash of a few yards. 
“ The storm of bullets was so terrible 
that living men could not have gone 
against it for more than a half a minute 
or so at a time. 
But we gained a few 
yards at every rush and kept on that 
way until we reached the trenches and 
drove the Spaniards out. You could not 
see our men fall, for when shot clear 
through they would stumble on with 
the others until we all went down to­ 
gether. But every time we jumped to 
our feet we left some lying flat on their 
faces. 
My own company drove right 
into one of the Spanish trenches, which 
made our loss the heaviest in the regi­ 
ment. 
In an hour and a half we lost 5 
killed and 17 wounded out of 80 men, 
a little over one to every four. 
“ When I was shot, I lay insensible 
for awhile. When I came to, I remem 
bered we had crossed a sunken road, 
which had been cut down about five 
feet. I crawled hack to that, and some 
of our boys bandaged me up, and I was 
lucky enough to be put into an ambu­ 
lance. All who could walk had to do 
so, and the rough, heavy provision and 
ammunition wagons were used to carry 
back those who could not get into the 
ambulances. The roads were terribly 
rough and stony, and the rough wagons 
would throw the poor wounded fellows 
about I could hear their moans when 
the wagons shook them up. It was so 
awful that, even with a bullet hole 
clear through me, I could not help pity­ 
ing the poor fellows worse off in the 
wagons.” 
Henry P. O’Malley, who laughingly 
claimed to be a lineal descendant of 
Charles O’Malley, the Irish dragoon, 
belonged to Company B, Eighth in­ 
fantry. He was shot in the right hand 
and arm at El Caney. He was just aim­ 
ing his gun when a bullet struck the 
barrel, ran along it and struck O’Mal­ 
ley’s first and second fingers, then his 
thumb and then passed through his 
arm, near the shoulder. He said: 
'I have been in the army for ten 
years and seen service on the plains. 
Before that I was in the Cape mounted 
police in the Zulu war in Africa, but I 
never saw anything like the storm of 
bullets at Santiago. These new guns 
make it awful to charge on earthworks. 
It was hotter than anything I ever im­ 
agined, but our men fought like demons, 
and our officers were as cool as though 
they did not know there was any dan­ 
ger. Major Conrad was in command of 
our regiment, our colonel being sick. 
While we were all lying down he walk­ 
ed along the front as though we were 
on parade. I heard him call to Major 
Savage, who had command of the Sec­ 
ond battalion, ‘Come over here, major, 
I want to show yon something. ’ 
“ There was a storm of bullets sing­ 
ing ovgr us, and Major Savage called 
back, ’What’s the use?' ‘Oh, come on I’ 
called Conrad. ‘Yon are just as likely 
to get shot over there as over here. ’ 
Both men talked as though it was a sort 
of joke. I saw the Second Massachu­ 
setts. They acted splendidly. I noticed 
one company in particular. I think it 
was Company H. The officer was giving 
the command to fire by company just as 
if they were at target practice. It was 
‘Load!’ ‘AimI’ then a panse—‘Fire!’ 
and the whole volley went together. 
They kept it up like clockwork. The 
regulars were all watching them. And 
the colored troops did splendid work 
too. How our men cheered them when 
they came back from El Caney! And 
when one regiment of regulars cheers 
another you bet there is something to 
cheer for. 
“ The Spaniards could not understand 
how our men could advance in such a 
Ara 
I saw one color bearer who was a 
perfect devil, and he had a charmed lifa 
When everybody else lay down, he 
stood up and waved the flag. 
For 20 
minutes he stood there, until the flag 
was nearly cut to pieces with bullets, 
and not one touched him. 
There was 
some newspaper man among our boys 
when we charged one of the block­ 
houses. I don’t know who he was, but 
he was a daredevil. He threw away his 
papers and found a gun which some 
wounded man had dropped and fought 
with us all the way up the hill. 
He 
Bras the first man to get into the block­ 
house when we took it. ’* 
William Sillman of Company B, 
Eighth infantry, was shot in the leg in 
front of Santiago. 
He said: “ The Cu­ 
bans did nothing bnt steal. They made 
a habit cf robbing the dead and wound­ 


ed. Atter I was shot I saw three Cubans 
robbing the dead on the field. Another 
wounded man near me saw them also. 
He drew a revolver and shot one Cuban 
between the eyes, killing him, and fired 
on the others, but they ran. He hit one, 
however. 
“ When we were in the hospital, the 
wounded Cuban was brought in. 
The 
man who had shot him raised up and 
yelled: ‘There’s the scoundrel I shot. I 
killed one, and I would have killed all 
three if I could. ’ That Cuban was the 
only one I heard of getting near enough 
to a bullet to get wounded. They are no 
good. ’ ’—New York Presa.

Captain Kidd Wa* Utterly WI th oat Any 
Sense of Honor. 
It is said that Kidd showed no re­ 
pentance when he was tried, but insist­ 
ed that he was the victim of malicious 
persons who swore falsely against him, 
and yet a more thoroughly dishonest 
rascal never sailed under the black flag. 
In the guise of an accredited officer of 
the government he committed the crimes 
he was sent out to suppress. He deceiv­ 
ed his men. He robbed and misused his 
fellow countrymen and his friends, and 
he even descended to the meanness of 
cheating and despoiling the natives of 
the West India islands with whom he 
traded. Tht*se people were in the habit 
of supplying pirates with food and other 
necessaries, and they always found their 
rough customers entirely honest and 
willing to pay for what they received, 
for as the pirates made a practice of 
stopping at certain points for supplies 
they wished of course to be on good 
terms with those who furnished them. 
But Kidd had no ideas of honor toward 
people of high or low degree. He would 
trade with the natives as if he intended 
to treat them fairly and pay for all he 
got, hut when the time came for him to 
depart and he was ready to weigh an­ 
chor he would seize all the commodi­ 
ties he could lay his hands on and 
without paying a copper to the distress­ 
ed mad indignant Indians he would gay­ 
ly sail away, his black flag flaunting 
derisively in the wind. 
Bnt although in reality Captain Kidd 
was no hero, he has been known for a 
century and more as the great American 
pirate, and his name has been repre­ 
sentative of piracy ever sinoa 
Years 
after he had been hung, when people 
heard that a vessel with a black flag— 
or one which looked black in the dis­ 
tance—flying from its rigging had been 
seen, they forgot that the famous pirate 
was dead and imagined that Captain 
Kidd was visiting their part of the coast 
in order that he might find a good place 
to bury some treasure which it was no 
longer safe for him to carry about.—

An erudite Egyptian writes in The 
Revue des Revues of the diet of the an­ 
cient Arabs. Dog meat it appears, was 
one of their favorite dishes, and young 
dogs were as precious in old times among 
the Arabs as spring chickens are among 
the people of today. They were also 
fond of oat meat The flesh of a black 
cat had the virtues of curing them of 
the effects of a hoodoo and the evil eya 
Fried grasshoppers and scorpions also 
formed a very choice dish. The natural­ 
ist Al-Djahey, who lived in the tenth 
century, speaks of his visit to the Ara­ 
bian tribes of Bassorah and of his sur­ 
prise on discovering that they did not 
eat grasshoppers. “ Nevertheless,” says 
he, “ there is nothing more delicious.” 
He also says that when he went to see 
his friend, the poet Roobah, he found 
him seated on the ground enjoying a re­ 
past of roast ra t Afterward he had 
fmed lizards. 
Notwithstanding the almost religions 
worship which the Arabs profess for the 
horse, they ate horseflesh, bnt only the 
flesh of draft horses, never that of sad­ 
dle horses. They ate all sorts of mol­ 
lusks and insects. The Arabs were also 
very fond of black snakes, and they 
hunted them at the time when the rep­ 
tiles were about to change their skins, 
the flesh in that season being extremely 
tender.

DIVISION STREET SUTTERS HONE 


A Vast A m ount o f Carth and Stones R olled 
on th* C leveland and P ittsb u rg Track 
Near the E nd o f Third Street, b u t T rains 
Were N ot D elayed. 


Contrary to the expectations of some 
city officials, who never see the rain fall 
without thinking of the money required 
to pay for repairing washouts, the storm 
last night was not expensive. 
The rain came down in torrents, and 
all the hill streams were rivers. Some 
damage was done on Linooln avenue 
and Calcutta road was washed some­ 
what, while Lisbon road lost a con­ 
siderable amount of earth. 
This last 
reached the street railway at the foot of 
the hill and caused discomfort 
for 
motormen, but cars were not long de­ 
layed. 
The newly paved gutters in 
Division street suffered perhaps more 
than any other part of town. 
The 
flood found its way under the bricks, 
and ripped them out for a distance of SO 
feet. The damage there will soon be 
repaired. There was no damage in East 
End. 
The railroad company suffered its 
usaal loss. Car loads of dirt was washed 
from Third street on the tracks, but at 
4 o’clock a big foroe was employed 
clearing it away. They had the line 
open in time to allow the early train 
east to pass, bat it was almost noon be 
fore the mass of earth was removed. 
The lightning was vivid for a time, 
ta d caused a small amount of damage. 
At Boring’s store in Sixth street the 
fluid became entangled with the wires 
whioh operate the electric fan. and there 
was trouble. 
The awning was also 
burned somewhat. 
The storm seems to have been local, 
as there was no rain a few miles north 
of the city.

Good stories of the fight at Santiago 
will be told as long as any of the heroes 
who fought there live to tell them. 
Here are some that were told recently 
by wounded men in the Marine hospital 
on Staten Island: 
Peter Bergman of Company C, Fourth 
infantry, was shot in the neck, the bul­ 
let entering at the collar bone an inch 
from the throat, and coming out just 
below the shoulder blade. 
He said: “ I 
was shot in the charge on San Juan on 
July I. 
The bullets fell like rain and 
not one of us expected to get out alive. 
We would run forward about 25 or 80 
yards and then drop flat on the ground, 
fire a few volleys, and then get up and 
make another dash of a few yards. 
“ The storm of bullets was so terrible 
that living men could not have gone 
against it for more than a half a minute 
or so at a time. 
But we gained a few 
yards at every rush and kept on that 
way until we reached the trenches and 
drove the Spaniards out. You could not 
see our men fall, for when shot clear 
through they would stumble on with 
the others until we all went down to­ 
gether. 
But every time we jumped to 
our feet we left some lying flat on their 
faces. 
My own company drove right 
into one of the Spanish trenches, which 
made our loss the heaviest in the regi­ 
ment. 
In an hour and a half we lost 5 
killed and 17 wounded out of 80 men, 
a little over one to every four. 
“ When I was shot, I lay insensible 
for awhile. When I came to, I remem­ 
bered we had crossed a sunken road, 
which had been out down about five 
feet. I crawled back to that, and some 
of our boys bandaged me up, and I was 
lucky enough to be put into an ambu­ 
lance. All who could walk had to do 
so, and the rough, heavy provision and 
ammunition wagons were used to carry 
back those who could not get into the 
ambulances. The roads were terribly 
rough and stony, aud the rongh wagons 
woald throw the poor wounded fellows 
about I coaid hear their moans when 
the wagons shook them up. It was so 
awful that, even with a bullet bole 
clear through me, I could not help pity­ 
ing the poor fellows worse off in the 
wagons.” 
Henry P. O’Malley, who laughingly 
claimed to be a lineal descendant of 
Charles O’Malley, the Irish dragoon, 
belonged to Company B, Eighth in­ 
fantry. He was shot in the right hand 
and arm at El Caney. He was just aim­ 
ing his gun when a bullet struck the 
barrel, ran along it and struck O’Mal­ 
ley’s first and second fingers, then his 
thumb and then passed through his 
arm, near the shoulder. He said: 
“ I have been in the army for ten 
years and seen service on the plains. 
Before that I was in the Cape mounted 
police in the Zulu war in Africa, but I 
never saw anything like the storm of 
bullets at Santiago. These new guns 
make it awful to charge on earthworks. 
It was hotter than anything I ever im­ 
agined, but our men fought like demons, 
and our officers were as cool as though 
they did not know there was any dan­ 
ger. Major Conrad was in command of 
our regiment, our colonel being sick. 
While we were all lying down he walk­ 
ed along the front as though we were 
on parade. I heard him call to Major 
Savage, who had command of the Sec­ 
ond battalion, ’Come over here, major, 
I want to show you something.' 
“ There was a storm of bullets sing­ 
ing ovgr us, and Major Savage called 
back, ‘W hat’s the use?’ ‘Oh, come onl’ 
called Conrad. 'You are just as likely 
to get shot over there as over here. ’ 
Both men talked as though it was a sort 
of joke. I saw the Second Massachu­ 
setts. They acted splendidly. I noticed 
one company in particular. I think it 
was Company H. The officer was giving 
the command to fire by company just as 
if they were at target practice. It was 
‘Load!’ ‘Aiml’ then a pause—‘FireI’ 
and the whole volley went together. 
They kept it up like clockwork. The 
regulars were all watching them. And 
the colored troops did splendid work 
too. How our men cheered them when 
they came back from El Caney! Aud 
when one regiment of regulars cheers 
another you bet there is something to 
cheer for. 
“ The Spaniards could not understand 
how our men could advance in such a 
fire. 
I saw one color bearer who was a 
perfect devil, and he had a charmed life. 
When everybody else lay down, he 
stood up and waved the flag. 
For 20 
minutes he stood there, until the flag 
was nearly cut to pieces with bullets, 
and not one touched him. 
There was 
some newspaper man among our boys 
when we charged one of the block­ 
houses. I don’t know who he was, but 
he was a daredevil. He threw away his 
papers and found a gun which some 
wounded man had dropped and fought 
with us all the way up the hill. 
He 
Was the first man to get into the block­ 
house when we took it. ” 
William Sillman of Company B, 
Eighth infantry, was shot in the leg in 
front of Santiago. 
He said: “ The Cu­ 
bans did nothing but steal. They made 
a habit of robbing the dead and wound- 


eo. Alter I was shot I saw three Cubans 
robbing the dead on the field. Another 
wounded man near me saw them also. 
He drew a revolver aud shot one Cuban 
between the eyes, killing him. and fired 
on the others, but they ran. He hit one, 
however. 
“ When we were in the hospital, the 
wounded Cuban was brought in. 
The 
man who had shot him raised up and 
yelled: ‘There’s the scoundrel I shot. I 
killed one, and I would have killed all 
three if I could. ’ 
That Cuban was the 
only one I heard of getting near enough 
to a bullet to get wounded. They are no 
good.’’—New York Press.

It is said that Kidd showed no re­ 
pentance when he was tried, but insist­ 
ed that he was the victim of malicious 
persons who swore falsely against him, 
and yet a more thoroughly dishonest 
rascal never sailed under the black flag. 
In the guise of an accredited officer of 
the government he committed the crimes 
he was sent out to suppress He deceiv­ 
ed his men. He robbed and misused his 
fellow countrymen and his friends, and 
he even descended to the meanness of 
cheating and despoiling the natives of 
the West India islands with whom he 
traded. Ttase people were in the habit 
of supplying pirates with food and other 
necessaries, and they always found their 
rough customers entirely honest and 
willing to pay for what they received, 
for as the pirates made a practice of 
stopping at certain points for supplies 
they wished of course to be on good 
terms with those who furnished them. 
But Kidd had no ideas of honor toward 
people of high or low degree. He would 
trade with the natives as if he intended 
to treat them fairly and pay for all be 
got, but when the time came for him to 
depart and he was ready to weigh an­ 
chor he would seize all the commodi­ 
ties he could lay his hands on and 
without paying a copper to the distress­ 
ed and indignant Indians he would gay­ 
ly sail away, his black flag flaunting 
derisively in the wind. 
But although in reality Captain Kidd 
was no hero, he has been known for a 
century and mare as the great American 
pirate, and his name has been repre­ 
sentative of piracy ever since. 
Years 
after he had been hang, when people 
heard that a vessel with a black -flag— 
or one which looked black in the dis­ 
tance—flying from its rigging had been 
seen, they forgot that the famous pirate 
was dead and imagined that Captain 
Kidd was visiting their part of the coast 
in order that he might find a good place 
to bury some treasure which it was no 
longer safe for him to carry about.—

RARE OLD DISHES. 


F ried Gr&anhopper* and Scorpion* D elica­ 
cies of th e Arab* Loa* Ago. 
An erudite Egyptian writes in The 
Revue des Revues of the diet of the an­ 
cient Arabs. Dog meat, it appears, was 
one of their favorite dishes, and young 
dogs were as precious in old times among 
the Arabs as spring chickens are among 
the people of today. They were also 
fond of cat meat. The flesh of a black 
cat had the virtues of curing them of 
the effects of a hoodoo and the evil eye. 
Fried grasshoppers and scorpions also 
formed a very choice dish. The natural­ 
ist, Al-Djahey, who lived in the tenth 
oentury, speaks of his visit to the Ara­ 
bian tribes of Bassorah and of his sur­ 
prise on discovering that they did not 
eat grasshoppers. “ Nevertheless,’’ says 
he, “ there is nothing more delicious.”

The Arabs were also 
very fond of black snakes, and they 
hunted them at the time when the rep­ 
tiles were about to change their skins, 
the flesh in that season being extremely 
tender.

How does a bank help the farmer? 
W ith the approach of the time for 
plowing and planting, seeds and fer­ 
tilizer will be necessary. 
How oan the 
farmer buy them if the last season was 
a poor one? He bas spent all of his 
earnings in running the household dur­ 
ing the long winter. 
He goes to the 
dealer in fertilizer in the nearest vil­ 
lage and asks, 4 4 What is the price of 
fertilizer a ton?” 
4 4 Fifty dollars, ” the dealer replies. 
44Well, I w ill nqed two tons, and 
that will amount to $100.” 
44 Yea. Take it along now?” 
44I haven’t the ready cash just now, 
but” — 
440h, that's all right. I know you’re 
good for it. 
Take it along and give me 
your note payable in four months. 
By 
that time your crops w ill be yielding a 
profit.' ’ 
The farmer gives his note; the dealer 
indorses it and gives it in payment to 
the wholesaler from whom he gets the 
fertilizer; the wholesaler sends k to the 
manufacturer of the fertilizer, who in 
turn takes it to his bank and borrows 
the money on it less the interest. 
The farmer gets his seed in the same 
way and at the time of the expiration 
of the notes is able to meet his obliga­ 
tions. 
Thus, instead of the farmer being 
compelled to w ait until he can get the 
cash to pay before he oan buy the fer­ 
tilizer and aeed, he obtains them when 
be needs them. 
The dealer, instead of 
having to w ait until the farmer gets the 
money before he can sell his goods, sells 
them in the proper season and receives 
what is to him practically cash. 
The 
wholesaler receives from the retailer 
what is as good m cash to him, and the 
manufacturer receives virtually cash 
from the wholesaler. 
How would all this be possible were 
it not that the bankers had collected the 
idle money of ocher people and were 
able to lend it out to good advantage? 
The farm would go unplanted; the 
ground would go untilled; there would 
be no crops to yield a profit 
That's where the bank helps the 
farmer.—New York Press.

A ! Their Members Not Proof 


Against Yellow Fever. 


BTJSH IN BEW OSLE ABS TO ENLIST. 


Colon#! niche an d Colonel 
W ill 
Command the Immune Regiment* to 
Garrison Santiago—Difficulties In Curry­ 
ing out the Low For Their Orsuui*u- 
tion - V olunteer* Furnished to Other 
states—Great Scarcity of Tonne Men. 


The City of Berlin, the big transport 
(,f the International Navigation com- 
' v win carry the First and Second 
United States immune regiments, com­ 
manded respectively by Colonel Riche 
aud Colonel Hood, to Santiago to act as 
the garrison of that town. 
These regiments are wholly white 
aud are sent to Santiago first because 
they have been the longest organized 
anti are in the most efficient condition; 
bot, while efficient, they are not im ­ 
mune. according to the popular accept­ 
ance of the term. 
As a matter of fact, 
it is doubtful if 6 per cent of the mem­ 
bers of the First immune regiment are 
proof against yellow fever, and probably 
not more than 30 per cent of the Second 


h a v e seen or been near that disease. The 
act creating these regiments did not say 
immune against yellow fever, but sim­ 
ply against tropical disease, a somewhat 
vague expression. The moment the bill 
was passed there was a rash of volun­ 
teers, and the services of three white 
aud two negro regiments, composed ex­ 
clusively, or nearly so, of immunes, 
were tendered from New Orleans alone, 
but the offers had to be declined. 
The 
First immune regiment was assigned to 
Texas, and when it was organized the 
immune provision was altogether ig­ 
nored. This was done on the ground 
that the law said nothing about yellow 
fever, and, secondly, because of the diffi­ 
culty of determining whether or not an 
enlisted man was immune. The doctor 
does not usually give a patient a certifi­ 
cate that he has had yellow fever, and 
the only proof of immunity—and that 
is by no means an absolute one— is the 
fact that one has been in a oity where 
an epidemic of yellow fever has prevail­ 
ed. As the last Texas epidemic occurred 
in 1867 and the fever then appeared in 
only a few coast towns it w ill be seen 
that the chances of a recruit from Texas 
being an immune are very small. 
The 
First immune regiment is therefore so 
only in name. 
The fact that it comes 
from a southern state may make it 
slightly more proof against tropical dis­ 
eases. but the differences in this respect 
between it and any ordinary regular 
regiment of the United States army is 
small. 
The Second immune regiment was 
assigned to Louisiana and is a little 
more nearly immune than the First. 
Colonel Hood lost both his father (Gen­ 
eral J. B. Hood of Confederate fame) 
and his mother of yellow fever in the 
epidemic of 1879 and is himself an im­ 
mune. The New Orleans part of his 
regiment is also immune. The fact that 
the regiment was recruited at Coving­ 
ton, near New Orleans, attracted to it a 
number of recruits from that city and 
renders it relatively more nearly im ­ 
mune than the First. 
There is no lack of yellow fever im ­ 
munes in the United States army. The 
only trouble is that, instead of being 
concentrated in regiments, they have 
been scattered among a score or more. 
The Second Louisiana volunteers is far 
more immune than either of the two so 
called immune regiments. 
It comes 
wholly from New Orleans, where yel­ 
low fever epidemics have made most of 
the population immune. Fully 99 per 
cent of its officers and men have had 
yellow fever or nursed it, and it could 
be stationed anywhere in Cuba without 
dagger. Nearly half the men of the 
lust Louisiana are immune. The Sec­ 
ond Mississippi and the First Alabama 
contain many immunes. 
So does the 
tv! 
t* ^ nited States volunteers, while 
int Ninth United States volunteers (col- 
or®d) contains more than 90 per cent of 
immunes, i i of the 12 companies being 
"rom Newr Orleans. 
The war fever bas raged perhaps more 
violently in New Orleans than in any 
cr part of the country, and the city 
as Cuutributed more than ten times its 
Quota and has filled up the scanty regi­ 
ments of Alabama and Mississippi. The

It was found to be im­ 
possible to get a full regiment from the 
parishes. The country companies of mi­ 
litia dwindled wonderfully when sub­ 
jected to medical examination; one com­ 
pany finally got down to 80 men, and it 
took three companies to make one. 
It 
was necessary to give one entire bat­ 
talion to New Orleans, while Company 
A came also from the city. 
The ranks, 
moreover, of the depleted companies 
were filled out by New Orleans men un­ 
til now the First Louisiana, which is 
supposed to represent the rural districts 
of Louisiana, contains more city than 
country men. 
Thus these two infantry 


regiments contain 1,900 men from New 
Orleans and 600 men from the rest of 
Louisiana. When in the second call the 
president asked for three companies of 
artillery, Governor Foster, taught by 
experience, called for two from New 
Orleans and one from the rest of the 
state. Finally, the Louisiana naval mi­ 
litia, 500 strong, comes altogether from 
New Orleans. 
This .makes a total of 
2,600 furnished by the city to tie state 
service, as against 700 by the rest of 
the state. 
As the population stands as 
one to five the city, it w ill be seen, 
furnished in proportion 
15 times as 
many men as the country. 
This includes, however, only the state 
volunteers. 
The United States organ­ 
ized in this district three volunteer reg­ 
iments of immunes— the Second, Fifth 
and Ninth. 
The Second was intended 
for Louisiana, bat more than half the 
regiment came from New Orleans; the 
Ninth (colored) contains l l city com­ 
panies out of 12; the Fifth (white) has 
its headquarters at Columbus, Miss. It 
was intended to include volunteers from 
Alabama and Mississippi, but as it was 
found impossible to get enough recruits 
from these states recruiting offices were 
opened in New Orleans. En tiro compa­ 
nies have gone from here, as, for in­ 
stance, Whitaker’s and Underwood’s, 
to fill out the Alabama and Mississippi 
quota. 
These three regiments contain 
2,400 men from New Orleans. 
Finding what an excellent field New 
Orleans was for recruiting, the Eight­ 
eenth and Twenty-third United States 
regular infantry and the Fifth cavalry 
while here opened recruiting offices and 
picked up 450 men without difficulty, 
and now Mississippi, finding it impos­ 
sible to raise its third regiment, has 
opened recruiting offices in New Or­ 
leans and w ill fill its quota here. These 
last recuits w ill bring the total of New 
Orleans volunteers up to 5,700 or 5,900, 
including the navy enlistments. 
This 
may not seem large for Greater New 
York, but it is actually 12 times the 
quota that the city was called onto fur­ 
nish and is equivalent to an enlistment 
of from 75,000 to 77,000 men in New 
York city. 
If so many men were taken 
out of Manhattan just now, the city 
could not but miss them, and New Or­ 
leans is missing its volunteers in many 
ways. 
The explanation of the large number 
of enlistments here, aside from any pa­ 
triotic ardor, is the very strong love of 
adventure, for which the city has al­ 
ways been noted, and the fact that sum­ 
mer is a dull season here, when a large 
proportion of the population has little 
if any work. 
The disposition to regard 
the war as likely to be a short one has 
tempted hundreds of young men to en­ 
list in the belief that it w ill be over and 
they w ill be back at work in the fall, 
when business is brisk. Moreover, the 
climate of Cuba and yellow fever have 
less terror for the average New Orleans 
man than for the resident of any other 
oity in the United States. 
The withdrawal of the large number 
of young men is having a very marked 
effect in many ways in New Orleans. 
There is a great scarcity of young men. 
Nor is the fact to be overlooked that it 
has had its effect on the police news. 
“ The police force feels the effect of the 
war very perceptibly,’’ said the super­ 
intendent of the New Orleans police the 
other day, and he pointed to the list of 
arrests as proof of it. The chief did not 
mean to reflect in any way on the Loui­ 
siana soldiers, who probably include as 
large a proportion of men of high social 
rank as any war has seen called forth, 
but only to point to the fact that the 
withdrawal of some 6,000 of the most 
active young men of New Orleans had 
made the city a great deal quieter and 
arrests far fewer. 
“ The arrests are far 
fewer, ’ ’ continued the chief. * ‘ The Lou­ 
isiana regiments took with them many 
men who gave us a great deal of trou­ 
ble, and they w ill make good soldiers, 
I have no doubt. The officers often refer 
to So-and-so and wonder how he is get­ 
ting on in camp and whether he likes 
his new quarters better than the police 
station. The army discipline w ill act as 
a genuine reformatory for many of the 
wild young fellows who have gone out 
with the Louisiana troops. 
The train­ 
ing, the military life, the strict obedi­ 
ence to orders, w ill make men out of 
them. I, for one, w ill watch the career 
and record of many a member of these 
Lonisiana regiments who is known to 
us quite intimately, and I expect to see 
them come back more orderly and law 
abiding. ” 
The police record proves the truth of 
Chief Gaster’s statement 
There has 
been no police news in New Orleans of 
any moment since the war began. There 
are some who think this is due to the 
fact that interest in the war has swal­ 
lowed up interest in everything else, 
but the police say that if 6,000 athletic 
young men are taken out of a city of 
250,000 people it will be far more^or 
derly and quiet than heretofore 
New 


Orleans has never been better Deuaveu 
in its two centuries of existence than 
since this Spanish war began.—New 
York Sun.

Swill hart, of Akron, were in the city to­ 
day conferring with members of the 
board of trade and others, with a view 
to building a whiteware pottery here. 
Mr. Worcester is a practical potter, and 
for the past three years has been one of 
the principal stockholders of the Akron 
China company, but recently withdrew 
from that concern, and in company 
with Mr. Swinhart and several monied 
men of Akron is looking for a location 
to establish a pottery for the manufac­ 
ture of high grade table china.”

SAILORS’ D EV ICES FOR SMUGGLING 
LIQUOR ABOARD SHIP. 


W a sh in g t o n, July 27.—The Spanish 
government has sued for peace, not in­ 
directly through the great powers of 
Europe, but by a direct appeal to Presi­ 
dent McKinley. The proposition was 
formally submitted to the president 
about 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon by 
the French ambassador, M. Jules Cam­ 
bon, who 
had received instructions 
from the foreign office at Paris to de­ 
liver to the United States government 
the tender of peace formulated by the 
Spanish ministry. 
At the conclusion 
of the conference between the president 
and the French ambassador, the follow­ 
ing official statement was issued from 
the White House: 
“The French ambassador on behalf 
of the government of Spain, and by 
direction of the Spanish minister of 
foreign affairs, presented to the presi­ 
dent this 
afternoon, at the White 
House, a message from the Spanish gov­ 
ernment lookin g to the termination of 
the war, and tne settlement of terms 
of peaoe." 
This was the only official statement 
made public, but it sufficed to pnt at 
rest all conjecture, and to make it clear 
and definite that at last Spain had taken 
the initiative toward peace. Although 
peace rumors have been current almost 
daily heretofore since the war began 
not one of them had the shadow of 
foundation and until the French am­ 
bassador received instructions from 
Pans late Monday night, no overtures 
of any kind had been received. Shortly 
before midnight Monday night a dis­ 
patch to the French embassy made it 
known to the embassy that the ambas­ 
sador would be charged with the im­ 
portant mission of opening peace nego­ 
tiations in behalf of Spain. The com­ 
plete instructions, including an official 
letter from Duke Almadover 
Rio, 
Spanish minister of foreign affairs, 
were 
received 
yesterday 
morning. 
Thereupon M. Thiebcaut, first secretary 
of the embassy, called at the state de­ 
partment. and asked that an hour be 
appointed tor a call by Ambassador 
Cambon. on the president. The pur­ 
pose of the call was not stated. It was 
arranged at the White House that the 
call should be made about 3 o'clock. M. 
Cambon fir it went to the-state depart­ 
ment, where he was joined by Secre­ 
tary Day, aud the two then proceeded 
together to the White House. The call 
lasted about half an hour, aud after the 
first formalities had been executed bv 
Not so much freight was handled at 
the pntbound platform yesterday as on.

The proposition submitted bv the 
ambassador acting for the Spanish gov­ 
ernment was quite general in terms, 
and was confined to the one essential 
point of an earnest Blea that negotia­ 
tions be o[ ie lied for the purpose of 
terminating the war aud arriving ai 
terms of i>eace, The communication 
cd the Spanish government, it was said, 
did not sagiest any specific terms ot 
peaoe, nor was any reference, it was 
rumored, made to Cuba, the Philip­ 
pines, Porto Rico, or other Spanish 
possessions. 
The evident purpose of 
the Madrid authorities was to first iearu 
whether the United States would treat 
on the snbj ct of peace and after that 
to take up such terms as the two parties 
nu^ht suggest. 
it was finally determined that the 
president would consult the members 
of his cabinet concerning the proposi­ 
tion, and after a decision had been ar 
rived at M. Cambon would then be in­ 
vited to the White House for a further 
conference and for a final answer from 
the U rn ted States government. Before 
the call dosed, a brief official memo­ 
randum was agreed npon, in order to 
set at rest misleading conjecture aud to 
give to the public information on a 
subject which had advanced beyond 
the point where diplomatic reserve was 
essential. 
It is generally understood that a spec­ 
ial cabinet meeting will be held in 
order to make prompt reply to the 
proposition. Secretary Long arrived at 
the White Hoose shortly after the 
French ambassador had departed and 
had a talk with the president, during 
which the Spanish proposal was gone 
over briefly. Mr. Long said afterward 
that it was an initial move, but in reply 
to inquiries as to whether it was likely 
to bring a speedy cessation of hostili­ 
ties, he expressed some doubt, saying 
til at no decision on the points invoiveu 
had been reached thus far.

“ There is perhaps less drunkenness 
among the enlisted men of the United 
States navy than among the men for­ 
ward of any of the world’s big sea fit 
outs, ” said a naval officer of experience 
to the writer. 
“ Drnnkenness passed 
with the old navy. In the days of the 
old Tuscarora or the Tennessee, as the 
sailors pnt it, it was a common enough 
thing to see about three-quarters of a 
ship’s company returning from shore 
liberty in such a state that they had to 
be hoisted over the side in bosun'a 
chairs to save the trouble of carrying 
them up the gangway. But that sort of 
thing is no longer endured. Men who 
go ashore after having remained aboard 
ship for a considerable period lire ex­ 
pected by the officer of the deck to re­ 
turn just a trifle exhilarated, but they 
never return quite incapable. 
“ Men who exhibit the slightest indi­ 
cations of being addicted to drink are 
turned down flatly by the examining 
surgeons when they present themselves 
for enlistment nowadays. The surgeons 
tell me that they can tell from a man’s 
eyes whether he has ever suffered severe­ 
ly from excessive drinking, no matter 
how long the man may have abstained 
from drink before seeking enlistment. 
“ If men addicted to drink do happen 
to get by the examining surgeon and re­ 
veal their weakness by going on tears 
every time they go ashore, the navy 
gets rid of them by sim ply'beaching' 
them—that is, by putting them on the 
beach with their bags and hammocks 
wherever their ship may happen to be 
in a home port. 
A man cannot be 
‘beached’ for any cause in a foreign 
country. 
“ There are, of course, any number of 
men in the navy, and rattling fine sail- 
ormen, too, who have a natural predi 
lection for drink, and these men the 
officers keep an eye on for their own 
good. Sailors are bound to try to smug­ 
gle liquor aboard ship. 
If they drink 
considerably on their shore liberties, 
they know that when they return 
aboard they ara in for ' big heads’ when 
they awaken in their hammocks the 
next morning, and in trying to safely 
bring a bit of liquor off to the ship they 
have in mind the taking of 'a hair of 
the dog’ to sort of ease them up when 
they turn to at 'all hands’ the next 
morning. 
''Sometimes they get the liquor safe 
ly aboard, but generally they do not 
Every enlisted man on a United States 
man-of-war, except the chief master at 
arms and the top sergeant of marines, is 
searched at the gangway upon his re 
turn from shore liberty by the gangway 
corporal of the marine guard, under the 
inspection of the officer of the deck, for 
the purpose of ascertaining if he has 
any liquor concealed about his clothes. 
The men have picked up some ingenious 
schemes for smuggling liquor in such 
way that the corporal of the guard is 
fooled. 
For example, the men on the 
China station buy long eelskins from 
the coolies, fill the skins with about 
a quart of liquor and wind them arounc 
their necks beneath the collars of their 
shirts. 
‘It took the officers on the China sta 
tion a long while to get on to this 
scheme. Then the men who felt that 
they surely needed a drink the next 
morning after returning from liberty 
discov^ed the plan of filling a rubber 
bag with liquor while ashore and of 
stowing the bag next to their waist­ 
bands. The liquor smugglers, who ob­ 
served that the searching corporal only 
panged his hands up and down cm the 
outside of their clothes, then resorted 
to the plan of tying bottles of liquor 
with string on the inner side of their 
legs, beneath their trousers, but any 
searching corporal knows all about this 
one nowadays. 
"The oox’nn of the steam cutter, who 
makes dozens of trips ashore a day 
when the catter is 'running boat, ’ has 
to be carefully watched, for he is liable 
to be tampered with by the men who 
want liquor pretty badly, and his op­ 
portunities for getting liquor aboard 
are many. Every once in awhile, upon 
the cutter’s return to the ship, it is 
searched by the officer of the deck, and 
the latter often finds liquor neatly 
stowed among the cutter coal, in the 
cutter bilges or even in the boiler tanks. 
When this happens, the cox’nn of the 
cutter is in trouble. He gets a big rake 
off from the men for his liquor smug­ 
gling, which accounts for the chances 
he will take. 
“ The ship’s painter has to be watched 
too. 
He is a petty officer, and he has 
charge of the ship s alcohol, which is 
chiefly used for the making of shellac 
to oaiut the lower decks. 


"Some of the sailors like a 
alcohol mixed w ith coffee for toning 
and sobering up purposes, and as the 
ship’s painter is occasionally corruptible 
nod carries the keys of the alcohol tanks 
there is quite a little drinking of this 
mixture on som e of the ships where old 
timers predominate. The old flat feet 
have indeed been known to drink the 
shellac after it has been prepared for 
the sake of the alcohol in it, aud there 
is an expression in the navy among the 
enlisted men, ‘If you see a jackie comb­ 
ing his mustache with a marline spike, 
yon know what he’s been at,' that is 
very significant. 
“ But for all this, as I say, there is 
an exceedingly small percentage of 
drinking men in our navy in compari­ 
son with similar figures for other big 
navies. The occasional drinkers in our 
service, when they return from the 
beach a bit nuder the weather, are 
merely pnt in the brig overnight and 
permitted to go to work without pun­ 
ishment the next morning.’’—Wash­ 
ington Star.

CAMBON BORE THE MESSAGE 


The French Ambassador Made a Gall 


at the White House.

W a s h in g t o n , July 27.—The Spanish 
government has sued for peace, not in­ 
directly through the great powers of 
Europe, but by a direct appeal to Presi­ 
dent McKinley. The proposition was 
formally submitted to the president 
about 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon by 
the French ambassador, M. Jules Gam­ 
boa, who 
had received instructions 
from the foreign office at Paris to de­ 
liver to the United States government 
the tender of peace formulated by the 
Spanish ministry. 
At the conclusion 
of the conference between the president 
and the French ambassador, the follow­ 
ing official statement was issued from 
the White House: 
“The French ambassador on behalf 
of tee government of Spain, and by 
direction of the Spanish minister of 
foreign affairs, presented to the presi­ 
dent this 
afternoon, at the White 
House, a message from the Spanish gov­ 
ernment lookin g to the termination of 
the war, and the settlement of terms 
of peace.” 
This was the only official statement 
made public, but it sufficed to put at 
rest all conjecture, and to make it clear 
aud definite that at last Spain had taken 
the initiative toward peace. Although 
peace rumors have been current almost 
daily heretofore since the war began 
not one of them had the shadow of 
foundation and until the French am­ 
bassador received instructions from 
Pans late Monday night, no overtures 
of any kind had been received. Shortly 
before midnight Monday night a dis­ 
patch to the French embassy made it 
known to the embassy that the ambas­ 
sador would be charged with the im­ 
portant mission of opening peace nego­ 
tiations in behalf of Spain. The com­ 
plete instructions, including an official 
letter from Dnke 
Aimadover 
Rio, 
Spanish minister of foreign affairs, 
were 
received 
yesterday 
morning. 
Thereupon M. Thiebcaut, first secretary 
ut the embassy, called at the state de­ 
partment, and asked that an hour be 
appointed tor a call by Ambassador 
Cambon. on the president. The pur­ 
pose of the call was not stated. It was 
arranged at che White House that the 
call should be made about 3 o’clock. M. 
Cambon fir.,t went to the-state depart­ 
ment, where he was joined by Secre­ 
tary Day, aud the two then proceeded 
together to the White House. The call 
lasted about half au hour, aud after the 
first formalities had been executed bv 
M. Cambon, the talk bec me general, 
and quite informal, the president, tho 
ambassador aud the secretary of state 
discussing the outlook for a couclusion 
of hostilities. 
The proposition submitted bv the 
ambassador acting for the Spanish gov­ 
ernment was quite general in terms, 
and was confined to the one essential 
point of an earnest mea that negotia­ 
tions be opened for the purpose ol 
terminating the war and arriving ut 
terms of j>eace, The communication 
of the Spanish government, it was said, 
did not suggest any specific terms of 
peace, nor was any reference, it was 
rumored, made to Cuba, the Philip­ 
pines, Porto Rico, or other Spanish 
possessions. 
The evident purpose of 
the Madrid authorities was to first iearu 
whether the United States would treat 
on the subj< ct of peace aud after that 
to take up such terms as the two parties 
might suggest. 
it was finally determined that the 
president would consult the members 
of his cabinet coucerumg tile proposi­ 
tion, aud after a decision had beeu ar­ 
rived at M. Cauibou would tiien be in­ 
vited to the White House for a further 
conference and for a final answer from 
the United States government. Before 
the call closed, a brief official memo­ 
randum was agreed upon, in order to 
set at rest misleading conjecture aud to 
give to the public information on a 
subject which had advanced beyond 
tile point where diplomatic reserve was 
essential. 
It is generally understood that a spec­ 
ial cabinet meeting will be held in 
order to make prompt reply to the 
proposition. Secretary Long arrived at 
the White House shortly after the 
French ambassador had departed and 
had a talk with the president, during 
which the Spanish proposal was gone 
over briefly. Mr. Long said afterward 
that it was an initial move, but in reply 
to inquiries as to whether it w&a likely 
to bring a speedy cessation of hostili­ 
ties, he expressed some doubt, saying ! 
tuat no decision on the points involved | 
had beeu reached thus far. 
So far as this country is concerned it 
is tile general impression that the com- 1 
piete Spanish evacuation of Cuba aud j 
Forto Rico will be insisted upon as a i

I AILORS' DEVICES 
FOR SMUGGLING 


LIQUOR ABOARD SHIP. 


“ There is perhaps less drunkenness 
among the enlisted men of the United 
States navy than among the men for 
ward of any of the world’s big sea fit 
outs, ” said a naval officer of experience 
to the writer. 
“ Drunkenness passed 
with the old navy. In the days of the 
old Tuscarora or the Tennessee, as the 
sailors put it, it was a common enough 
thing to see about three-quarters of 
ship’s company returning from shore 
liberty in such a state that they had to 
be hoisted over the side in bosun’s 
chairs to save the trouble of carrying 
them up the gangway. But that sort of 
thing is no longer endured. Men who 
go ashore after having remained aboard 
ship for a considerable period tire ex 
peoted by the officer of the deck to re 
turn just a trifle exhilarated, but they 
never return quite incapable. 
“ Men who exhibit the slightest indi 
cations of being addicted to drink are 
turned down flatly by the examining 
surgeons when they present themselves 
for enlistment nowadays. The surgeons 
tell me that they can tell from a man’s 
eyes whether he has ever suffered severe 
ly from excessive drinking, no matter 
how long the man may have abstained 
from drink before seeking enlistment. 
“ If men addicted to drink do happen 
to get by the examining surgeon and re­ 
veal their weakness by going on tears 
every time they go ashore, the navy 
gets rid of them by simply * beaching’ 
them—that is, by putting them on the 
beach with their bags and hammocks 
wherever their ship may happen to be 
in a home port. 
A man cannot be 
’beached’ for any cause in a foreign 
country. 
“ There are, of course, any number of 
men in the navy, and rattling fine sail- 
ormen, too, who have a natural predi­ 
lection for drink, and these men the 
officers keep an eye on for their own 
good. Sailors are bound to try to smug­ 
gle liquor aboard ship. 
If they drink 
considerably on their shore liberties, 
they know that when they return 
aboard they are in for ‘big heads’ when 
they awaken in their hammocks the 
next morning, and in trying to safely 
bring a bit of liquor off to the ship they 
have in mind the taking of ‘a hair of 
the dog’ to sort of ease them np when 
they turn to at ’all hands’ the next 
morning. 
“ Sometimes they get the liquor safe 
ly aboard, but generally they do not 
Every enlisted man on a United States 
man-of-war, except the chief master at 
arms and the top sergeant of marines, is 
searched at the gangway upon his re­ 
turn from shore liberty by the gangway 
corporal of the marine guard, under the 
inspection of the officer of the deck, for 
the purpose of ascertaining if he has 
any liquor concealed about his clothes. 
The men have picked up some ingenious 
schemes for smuggling liquor in such a 
way that the corporal of the guard is 
fooled. 
For example, the men on the 
China station buy long eelskins from 
the coolies, fill the skins with about 
a quart of liquor and wind them around 
their necks beneath the collars of their 
shirts. 
“ It took the officers on the China sta­ 
tion a long while to get on to this 
scheme. Then the men who felt that 
they surely needed a drink the next 
morning after returning from liberty 
discovAed the plan of filling a robber 
bag with liquor while ashore and of 
stowing the bag next to their waist­ 
bands. The liquor smugglers, who ob­ 
served that the searching corporal only 
p&Hsed his hands up and down on the 
outside of their clothes, then resorted 
to the plau of tying bottles of liquor 
with string on the inner side of their 
legs, beneath their trousers, but any 
searching corporal knows all about this 
one nowadays. 
“ The oox’un of the steam cutter, who 
makes dozens of trips ashore a day 
when the cutter is ‘running boat, ’ has 
to be carefully watched, for he is liable 
to be tampered with by the men who 
want liquor pretty badly, and his op­ 
portunities for getting liquor aboard 
are many. Every once in awhile, upon 
the cutter’s return to the ship, it is 
searched by the officer of the deck, and 
the latter often finds liquor neatly 
stowed among the cutter coal, in the 
cutter bilges or even in the boiler tanks. 
When this happens, the cox’un of the 


“ Some ot th e sa ilo rs like a dose of 
alcohol m ix ed w ith coffee for toning 
and so b e rin g up purposes, and as the 
ship’s p a in te r is occasionally corruptible 
and carries th e keys of the alcohol tanks 
there is q u ite a little drinking of this 
mixture on som e of the ships whore old 
timers p red o m in ate . The old flat feet 
have indeed been known to drink the 
shellac after it has been prepared for 
the sake of th e alco h o l in it, aud there 
is an ex p ressio n in th e navy among the 
enlisted men, ‘If you see a jackie comb­ 
ing his m u sta c h e w ith a marline spike, 
you know’ w h a t h e ’s been at, that is 
very sig n ific an t. 
“ But for all th is, as I say, there is 
an exceedingly sm all percentage of 
drinking men in our navy in compari­ 
son with similar figures for other big 
navies. The occasional drinkers in our 
service, wheu they return from the 
beach a bit under the weather, are 
merely put in the brig overnight and 
permitted to go to work without pun 
ishment the next morning.”—Wash 
ingtoE Star.

Sampson’a report said in part: 


T he D etailed R e p o rt. 
U. 8. F lagship N ew Yo r k, F irst R ate, I 
Off Santvgo D b Cuba, Ju ly 15,1808.

Sir—I have the honor to m ake the following 
report upon the b attle w ith and the destruc­ 
tion of the Spanish squadron, com m anded by 
Admiral Cervera, off Santiago de Cuba, on 
Sunday, July 8, 1898. 
Second—The enem y’s vessels cam e out of 
the harbor between 9:35 and IO a. rn., the head 
of the column appearing around Cay Sm ith at 
9:31 and em erging from the channel five or six 
minutes later. 
Third—The positions of the vessels of my 
command off Santiago a t th a t m om ent w ere af 
follows: 
The flagship New York was four miles east 
of her blockading station and about seven 
miles from the harbor entrance. Bhe had 
started for Si boney, w here I intended to land, 
accompanied by my staff, and go to the front 
to oonsult w ith fu n e ra l Shafter. A discus 
mon of the situation 
and a m ore definite 
understanding betw een us of the operations 
proposed had been rendered necessary by the 
unexpectedly strong resistance of th e Spanish 
garrison of Santiago.

Seventh—The skillful handling and gallant 
fighting of the G loucester excited the ad­ 
m iration of everyone who witnessed it, and 
m erits the com m endation of the navy depart­ 
m ent. She is a fast and entirely unprotected 
auxiliary vessel—the yacht Corsair—and has a 
good b attery of light rapidflre guns. She was 
lying about tw o m iles from the harbor en­ 
trance to the southw ard and eastw ard and im ­ 
m ediately steam ed in. opening fire upon the 
large ships. 
A nticipating the Pluton and 
S urer, the G loucester was slowed, thereby 
gaining m ore rapidly a high pressure of steam , 
and when the destroyers cam e out she steam ed 
for them at full sj>eed and was able to close 
to sh o rt range, \Qiere her fire was accurate, 
deadly and of great volume. D uring this fight 
th.* G loucester was under the fire of the 
Socapa battery. W ithin 30 m inutes from the 
tim e they em erged from Santiago harbor th e 
careers of the F uror and Pluton were ended 
alif! tw o-thirds of th eir people kiHjjd. The 
F u ro r w as beached and sunk in thtf (Turf: the 
Pluton sank in deep w ater a few m inutes 
Inter. The destroyers probably suffered m uch 
injury from the secondary batterie* of the 
battleships Iowa and Indiana and th* Texas, 
yet I think a very considerable factor in th eir 
tweedy destruction was the fire, at close range, 
of the G loucester battery. 
A fter rescuing 
the survivors of the destroyers, the Glouces­ 
te r did excellent service in landing and secur- 
in g the crew of the Infanta M aria Teresa. 
Eighth—The method of escape attempt**! by 
the Spaniards—all steering in the same direc 


Admiral Sampson in section 13 of his 
report then d esert tied the method of 
blockading. 
He further said: 
T hirteenth—W hen all the work was done so 
well it is difficult to discrim inate in praise. 
The object of the blockade of C ervera’s squad­ 
ron was fully accom plished and each indi­ 
vidual bore well his part, in it—the commodore 
in command on the second division, the eap- 
tains of the ships, th eir officers and men. The 
Are of the battleships was pow erful and de­ 
structive and the resistance of the Spanish 
squadron was, in great part, broken alm ost 
before they had got beyond the range of their 
own forts. 


Fine Speed o f the O regon. 


• 
The fine spe«*i of the Oregon enabled her to 
take a front i»osition in the chase and the 
Cristobal Colon did not give up until the 
Oregon had throw n a 18-inch shell beyond her. 
This perform ance adds to the already brilliant 
record of this fine battleship and speaks 
highly of the skill and care w ith which her 
adm irable efficiency has been m aintained d u r­ 
ing a service unprecedented in the history of 
vessels of her class. The Brooklyn's w esterly 
blockading position gave he- an advantage in 
the chase which she main t aint*! to the end, 
and she employed h er fine b attery w ith telling 
effect. 
The Texas and the New York were 
gaining on the chase d arin g the last hour and 
had any accident befallen the Brooklyn or the 
Oregon would have speedily overhauled the 
Cristobal Colon. From the m om ent the Span­ 
ish vessel exhausted h er first burst of speed 
the result was never in doubt. 
She fell, in fact, far below w hat m ight rea­ 
sonably have been expected of lier. Careful 
m easurem ents of tim e and distance give her 
an average spe<*l—from the tim e she cleared 
the harbor m outh until the tim e she was n in o n 
shore at Rio T arquino—of 18.7 knots. N either 
the Now York nor the Brooklyn stopped to 
couple up their forw ard engines, but ran out 
the chase w ith one pair, getting steam , of 
course, as rapidly as possible on all boilers.

Second—At 9 :35 a. in. A dm iral Gervera, w ith 
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doubts or difficulties, and made plain the duty 
of every U nited States vessel to close in im m e­ 
diately, engage and pursue. This was prom ptly 
and effectively done. As already stated, the 
first rush of the Spanish squadron carried it 
past a auntlier of the blockading ships, which 
could not im m ediately w ork; up th eir best 
©peed; but they suffered heavily in passing, 
and the Infanta M aria Teresa and the Oquendo 
were probably set on fire by shells fired during 
the 15 m inutes of the engagem ent. It was 
afterw ard learned th a t the Infanta M aria 
Teresa's fire main had been cu t by one of our 
first shots and th at she was unable to ex tin ­ 
guish fire. W ith large volumes of smoke ris­ 
ing from th eir low er decks aft these vessels 
gave up both fight and flight and ran In on the 
beach—the Infanta M aria T eresa a t about 10:15 
a. rn., at Nim a Nima, six and one-half miles 
from H aulage harbor entrance, and the Al- 
m irante Oquendo At about 10:80 a. rn., a t Ju an 
Gonzales, seven m iles from the port. 


R escue o f P rison ers. 


N rn th —The Vizcaya was still under the fire of 
the leading vessels, the Cristobal Colon had 
draw n ahead, leading the chase, and soon 
passed beyond the range of the guns of th e 
leadiug A m erican ships. The Vizcaya was 
soon set on fire, and a t 11:15 she tu rn ed in 
shore and was beached a t A zerraderos, 15 
m iles from Santiago, burning fiercely and w ith 
h er reserves of am m unition on deck already 
beginning to explode. W hen about ten m iles 
w est of Santiago the Indiana had been sig­ 
naled to go back to the harbor entrance, and 
at Azerradoes the Iowa was signaled to “ re- 
som e blockading station." The Iowa, assisted 
by the Ericcson and th© Hist, took off the 
crew of the Vizcaya, while the H arvard and 
the G loucester rescued these of the Infanta 
M aria Teresa and the Alimi rants Oquendo. 
This rescue of prisoners, 
including 
the 
w ounded, from the burning Spanish vessels 
was the occasion of some of the most daring 
mid gallant conduct of the day. The ships 
w ere burning fore and aft. their guns and re­ 
serve am m unition w ere exploding, and it was 
not known at w hat m om ent the fire would 
reach the m ain m agazines. In addition to this, 
a heavy surf was running ju st inside of the 
Spanish ships. 
But no risks deterred our oft! 
cera and men until their work of hum anity 
was complete. 
T en th —There rem ained now of the Spanish 
ships only the Cristobal Colon—but she was 
th e ir best and fastest vessel. Forced by the 
situation to hug the Cuban coast, her only 
chance of ©scape was by superior and sus­ 
tained speed. W hen the Vizcava w ent ashore 
the Colon was about six miles ahead of the 
Brooklyn and the Oregon, but her sp u rt was 
finished and the American ships were now- 
gaining on her. 
Behind the Brooklyn and the 
Oregon came the Texas, Vixen and New York.

Colon P robably Not M ash In ju re d . 
Commodore Schley, whose chief of staff had 
gone on board to receive the surrender, had 
directed th at all their personal effects should 
be retained by the officers.

The Cristobal Colon was not in­ 
ju red by our tiring, and probably Is not m uch 
injured by beaching, though she ran ashore at 
high speed. The beach was so steep that she 
came off by the w orking of the sea.

Tw o V essels Took F ire. 


T h ird —Abooftt 20 o r 25 m inutes after the en­ 
gagem ent began two vessels, thought to be 
the Teresa and Oquendo and since verified as 
such, took fire from the effective shell fire of 
the squadron and were fort**! to run on th© 
beach some ©ix or ©ev«n miles west of the h ar­ 
bor entrance, w here they burned and blew up 
later. The tor{s*ioboat destroyers w ere de­ 
stroy cd early in the action, b u t the smoke was 
so dense in their direction th at I cannot say to 
which vessel or vessels the credit belongs. 
This doubtless was b etter seen from your 
flagship. 
F ourth—The Vizcaya and Odon, perceiving 
the disaster to their consorts, continued a t full 
sjs**d to the w estw ard to escape, and were 
followed and engaged in a runniug fight w ith 
the Brooklyn, Texan, Iowa and Oregon until 
10:50, when the Vizcaya took fin* from our 
shells. She put her helm to port, and w ith a 
heavy list to js>rt, stood inshore and ran 
aground a t Asseradores, about 21 milos west 
of Santiago, on fire fore and aft, and w here 
she blew up during the night.

F ifth—This pursuit continued w ith increas­ 
ing speed in the Brooklyn, Oregon and other 
ships, and soou the Brooklyn and the Oregon 
were w ithin long range of the Oolon, when the 
Oregon opened fire w ith her 18-iuch guns 
lauding a shell close to the Cristobal Colon. A 
m om ent afterw ard the Brooklyn opened fire 
w ith her 8*inch guns, landing a shell just 
ahead of her. 
Several other shells w ere fired 
at the Colon, now in range of the Brooklyn’© 
and Oregon’s guns. H er com m ander, seeing 
all chances of escape cu t off and destruction 
aw aiting his ship, fired a lee gun aud struck 
her flag at 1.15 p. in. and ran ashore a t a jxnnt 
some SO miles west of Hantiago harbor.

was also the Texas and Vixen. 
A little later, 
after your arrival, the Cristobal Colon, which 
had ©truck to the Brooklyn and the Oregon, 
was turned over to you as one of the trophies 
of this great victory of the squadron under 
your command. 
Commodore Schley then tells of hie 
being gent to meet another Spanish bat­ 
tleship reported, which turned oat to be 
an Austrian vessel. 
He farther said: 
Seventh—I would m ention for your consid­ 
eration th at the Brooklyn occupied the most 
w estw ard blockading position w ith the Vixen 
and being more directly in the rout* taken by 
th* Span Uh squadron was exposed for some 
m inutes, possibly ten, to the gun fire of the 
three H pan uh ships and the west battery at a 
range of 1,50) yards from the ships and about 
3.UUU yards from the batteries, but the vessels 
of the entire squadron, closing in rapidly, soon 
diverted this fire and did m agnificent work at 
dose range.

A. Miles, commanding the army of the 
United States, which left Guantanamo 
bay during the evening of Thursday 
last, July 21, was landed here success­ 
fully today after a skirmish with a de­ 
tachment of the Sjtanish troops and a 
crew of 30 belonging to the launch of 
the United States auxiliary gunboat 
Gloucester, formerly Mr. J. Pierpout 
Morgan's steam yacht Corsair. 
E’our 
of the Spaniards were killed and no 
Americans were 
hurt. 
The troops 
were punhed forward promptly in order 
to capture the railroad leading to Ponce, 
which is only about ten miles east of 
this place. 
From Ponce there is an excellent 
military road running 85 miles north to 
San Juan. 
The whole of General Brooke’s force, 
with the New Orleans, Annapolis, Cin­ 
cinnati, Leyden ana Wasp, are expected 
here with rn 24 hours. 
The ships left Guantanamo Bay sud­ 
denly on Thursday evening with the 
Massachusetts, commanded by Capkin 
F. J. Higginson, 
leading. 
Captain 
Higginson was in charge of the naval 
expedition, which consisted of the Col­ 
umbia, Dixie, Gloucester and Yale. 
General Mile© wa© on board the last 
ua)nod vessel. 
The troops were on 
Is »ard the transports Nueces. Lampasas, 
Comanche, Rita, UniouiMt, Stillwater, 
City of Macon and Specialist. 
The voyage from Guantauamo bay to 
this port was uneventful. 
At noon 
yesterday General Miles called for a 
consultation, announcing that he was 
determined not to go by San Juan cape, 
but by the Mona passage instead, laud 
there to surprise the Spaniards aud de­ 
ceive their military authorities. 
The 
course was then changed aud the Dixie 
Was sent to warn General Brooke at 
Cape San Juan. 
One advantage of this place is that it 
ie situated close to the railroad connec­ 
tion with Pouce, which means of trans­ 
portation oar troops hope to secure to­ 
day. 
Early this morning the Gloucester, in 
ohargeof Lieutenant Commander W ain­ 
wright, ©teamed into Guanica harbor in 
order to reoouoiter the place. 
With the 
fleet waiting outside the gallant little 
fighting yacht braved the mines whioh 
were supposed to be in the harbor and 
found that there were five fathoms of 
water close in shore. 
Gnanica bay is a quiet place, sur­ 
rounded by cultivated lands, 
in the 
rear are high mountains aud close to the 
beach nestle© a village of about 30 
houses. 
The Spaniards were completely taken 
by surprise. 
Almost the first they 
knew of the approach of the army of in­ 
vasion was in tile announcement con­ 
tained in the firing of a gnu from the 
Gloucester, demanding that the Span­ 
iard© haul down their flag, whioh was 
floating from a flagstaff in front of a 
blockhouse © a iding to the east of the 


village m e nrst couple of tnree-pouua- 
ers were fired into the hills, right and 
left of tho bay. purposely avoiding the 
town lest the projectiles hurt women 
aud children 
Tho Gloucester then 
hove to within about 600 yards of the 
shore, and lowered a launch having on 
board a Colt rapidfire gun and 30 men, 
andor theeommaudof Lieutenant Huse, 
which was s«nt ashore without encoun­ 
tering opposition. 
Quartermaster Beck thereupon told 
Yeonian Lacy to haul down the Spanish 
flag, which was done, and they then 
raised the United States flag over Porto 
Rican soil. 
Suddenly about 30 Spaniards opened 
fire with Mauser rifles on the American 
party. 
Lieutenant Huse and his men 
responded with great gallantry, the 
Colt gun doing effective work. Nor­ 
man, who received Admiral Oervera’g 
surrender, and Wood, a volunteer lieu­ 
tenant, shared the honors with Lieuten­ 
ant Huse. 
Almost immediately after the Span­ 
iards fired on the Americans the (Hon- 
rester opened lire on the enemy with all 
aer three and six-poonders whioh could 
be brought to bear, shelling the town 
and dropping shells into the hills to the 
west of Guauica, where a number of 
Spanish cavalry were to be seen hasten­ 
ing toward tho spot where the Ameri­ 
cans had lauded. 
Lieutenant Huse then threw up a 
little fort, which he named EY)rt Wain­ 
wright, and placed barbed wire in the 
street in front of it in order to repel,the 
expected cavalry attack. 
The lieuten­ 
ant also mounted the Colt gnu aud sig­ 
naled for reinforcements, which were 
sent from the Gloucester. 
The Asso­ 
ciated Pres© dispatch boat Cynthia II 
was the only boat rn the harbor except 
the Gloucester. 
While the Mausers were peppering 
around 
Lieutenant 
Commander 
Wainwright called to the Associated 
Press correspondent and ©aid: 
“ They fired on us after their flag was 
down and ours was up and after I had 
spared the town for the sake of the 
women aud children. 
The next to WU 
I ©trike I will blow up.” 
Presently a few of tao Spanish cav­ 
alry joined those who were fighting in 
the street ol Guanica, but the Colt 
barked to a purpose, killing four of 
them. 
By that time the Gloucester had the 
range of the town and of tne block­ 
house aud all her gun© were spitting 
tire, the doctor aud the paymastec help­ 
ing to serve the guns. 
soon 
afterward galloping cavalry 
were seen climbing the hills to the 
westward aud the foot soldiers were 
scurrying along the fences from the 
town. 
By about 9:45, with the exception of 
a few guerrilla ©hots, the town was won 
and the enemy was driven out of its 
neighborhood. 
The Hod Cross nurse© on the Lampa­ 
sas and a detachment of regulars were 
tne first to land from the transports. 
After Lieutenant Huse had captured 
the place he deployed his small force 
into the suburbs. 
But he was soon re­ 
inforced by tht£regulars, who were fol­ 
lowed by Company G of the Sixth Illi­ 
nois and then by other troops in quick 
©uooessiou. All the tioats of the men-of- 
war ami the transport© were used iu the 
work of lauding the troops, each steam 
launch towing four or five boats with 
soldiers. 
But everything progressed in 
an orderly manner aud according to the 
plans of General Miles. Tne latter went 
ashore at about noou, after stopping to 
board the Gloucester find thank Lieu­ 
tenant Commander W ainwright for his 
gallant action. 
General Miles said to a correspondent 
of The Associated Press: 
“ Guauica aud Ciuga are in the disaf­ 
fected portion of the island. 
Matteo, 
the insurgent leadei, lives at Yauco, a 
few Hole© mlaud. 
Had we landed at 
Cape .^au Jus a a line of rifle pits might 
have ©topped our advance. ” 
I he ©pint© of the troops, men and 
officers, im admirable. 
The Massachusetts aud Illinois con­ 
tingents, winch have been cooped up 
ou board the Yale aud Rita for a fort­ 
night, will be delighted to get ashore. 
t here were 15 large* coasters this 
afternoon at Guauica bay, but only two 
barge© were captured. 
It is likely that the Spanish garrison 
from Pouce may try to surprise our 
people tonight. 
But It will only be an 
affair of outposts. 
The town of Pouce is sure to fall 
shortly before the com blued attack of 
our army any navy. 
The m ain fight­ 
ing until San Juau de Porto Hico is 
reached wiU likely be along the line of 
a splendid military road leading from 
Ponoe to San J uau de Porto Hico. 
But 
every precaution will be taken to lessen 
oar casualties even to the use of street- • 
shields, of which a supply was brought 
with the expedition. 
The health of (he troops ie excellent, 
except among the Massachusetts men. 
They have been packed on the Yale for 
about 15 days, and about 30 cases of 
typhoid fever have developed among 
tne soldiers.

Massachusetts died on Friday and was 
boned at sea. 
Later in the day the Dixie spoke the 
dispatch boat of the Associated Presa. 
It wa© then about 9 o’clock at uight, 
and the commander of the Dixie said 
he had been almost around the island of 
Porto Hico aud had not seen any mea- 
of-war or transports, except the New 
Orleans, which wa© blockading the port 
of San J nan de Porto Hico.

DIVISION STREET NUTTERS NONE

Contrary to the expectations of some 
city officials, who never see the rain fall 
without thinking of the monev required 
to pay for repairing washouts, the storm 
last night was not expensive. 
The rain came down in torrents, and 
all the hill streams were rivers. 
Some 
damage was done on Linooln avenue 
and Calcutta road was washed some­ 
what, while Lisbon road lost a con­ 
siderable amount of earth. 
This last 
reached the street railway at the foot of 
the hill and cansed

for 
motormen, bnt cars were not long de­ 
layed. 
The newly paved gutters in 
Division street suffered perhaps more 
than any other part of town.

and ripped them oat for a distance of 30 
feet. 
The damage there will soon be 
repaired. 
There was no damage in East 
End. 
The railroad company suffered its 
usual loss. Car loads of dirt was washed 
from Third street on the tracks, bat at 
4 o’clock a big foroe was employed 
clearing it away. 
They had the line 
open in time to allow the early train 
east to pass, bnt it was almost noon be­ 
fore the mass of earth was removed. 
The lightning was vivid for a time, 
fend caused a small amount of damage. 
At Boring’s store in Sixth street the 
fluid became entangled with the wires 
which operate the electric fan. aud there 
was trouble. 
The awning was also 
burned somewhat. 
The storm seems to have been local, 
as there was no rain a few miles north 
of the city.

Good stories of the fight ai Santiago 
will be told as long as any of the heroes 
who fought there live to tell them. 
Here are some that were told recently 
by wounded men in the Marine hospital 
on Staten Island: 
Peter Bergman of Company C, Fourth 
infantry, was shot in the neck, the bul­ 
let entering at the collar bone an inch 
from the throat, and coming out just 
indow the shoulder blade. 
He said: “ I 
was shot in the charge on San Juan on 
July I. 
The bullets fell like rain and 
not one of us expected to get out alive. 
We would run forward about 25 or 30 
yards and then drop flat on the ground, 
fire a few volleys, and then get up and 
make another dash of a few yards. 
“ The storm of bullets was so terrible 
that living men could not hive gone 
against it for more than a half a minute 
or so at a time. 
But we gained a few 
yards at every rush and kept on that 
way until we reached the trenches and 
drove the Spaniards out. You could not 
see our men fall, for when shot clear 
through they would stumble on with 
the others until we all went down to­ 
gether. 
But every time we jumped to 
our feet we left some lying flat on their 
faces. 
My own company drove right 
into one of the Spanish trenches, which 
made our loss the heaviest in the regi­ 
ment. 
In an hour and a half we lost 5 
killed and 17 wounded out of 80 men, 
a little over one to every four. 
“ When I was shot, I lay insensible 
for a white. When I came to, I remem­ 
bered we had crossed a sunken road, 
which had been cat down about five 
feet. I crawled back to that, and some 
of our boys bandaged me up, and I was 
lucky enough to be put into an ambu­ 
lance. 
All who could walk had to do 
so, and the rough, heavy provision and 
ammunition wagons were nsed to carry 
back those who could not get into the 
ambulances. 
The roads were terribly 
rough and stony, aud the rough wagons 
would throw the poor wounded fellows 
about. 
I could hear their moans when 
the wagons shook them up. It was so 
awful that, even with a bullet bole 
clear through me, I could not help pity­ 
ing the poor fellows worse off in the 
wagons." 
Henry P. O’Malley, who laughingly 
claimed to be a lineal descendant of 
Charles O’Malley, the Irish dragoon, 
belonged to Company B, Eighth in­ 
fantry. 
He was shot in the right hand 
and arm at El Caney. He was just aim­ 
ing his gun when a bullet struck the 
barrel, ran along it and struck O’Mal­ 
ley’s first aud second fingers, then his 
thumb and then passed through his 
aru , near the shoulder. 
He said: 
“ I have been in the army far ten 
years and seen service on the plains. 
Before that I was in the Cape mounted 
police in the Zulu war in Africa, bat I 
never saw anything like the storm of 
bullets at Santiago. 
These new guns 
make it awful to charge on earthworks. 
It was hotter than anything I ever im ­ 
agined, but our men fought like demons, 
and our officers were as cool as though 
they did not know there was any dan­ 
ger. 
Major Conrad was in command of 
our regiment, our colonel being sick. 
While we were all lying down he walk­ 
ed along the front as though we were 
on parade. 
I heard him call to Major 
Savage, who had command of the Sec­ 
ond battalion, ‘Come over here, major, 
I want to show you something. ’ 
“ There was a storm of bullets sing­ 
ing ovnr us, and Major Savage called 
back, ‘W hat’s the use?’ ‘Oh, come on!’ 
called Conrad. 
'You are just as likely 
to get shot over there as over here. * 
Both men talked as though it was a sort 
of joke. 
I saw the Second Massachu­ 
setts. They acted splendidly, I noticed 
one company in particular. I think it 
was Company ll. The officer was giving 
the command to fire by company just as 
if they were at target practice. It was 
‘Load!* ‘Aim!’ then a pause—‘F ire!’ I 
and the whole volley went together. 
They kept it up like clockwork. 
The 
regulars were all watching them. 
Aud 
the colored troops did splendid work 
tea 
How our men cheered them when 
they came back from El Caney! Aud 
when one regiment of regulars cheers 
another you bet there is something to 
cheer for. 
“ The Spaniards could not understand 
how our men oould advance in such a 
fire. 
I saw one color bearer who was a 
perfect devil, and he had a charmed life. 
When everybody else lay down, 
he 
stood up aud waved the flag. 
For 20 
minutes he stood there, until the flag 
was nearly out to pieces with bullets, 
and not one touched him. 
There was 
some newspaper man among our boys 
when we charged one of the block­ 
houses. 
I don't know who he was, but 
he was a daredevil. He threw away his 
papers and found a gun which some 
wounded man had dropped and fought 
with us all the way up the hill. 
He 
Was the first man to get into the block­ 
house when we took it.” 
William billman of Company B, 
Eighth infantry, was shot in the leg in 
front of Santiago. 
He said: “ The Cu­ 
bans did nothing but steal. They made 
a habit of robbing the dead and wound- 


6Q. Alter I was shot I saw three Cubans 
robbing the dead on the field. 
Another 
wounded man near me saw them also. 
He drew a revolver and shot one Cuban 
between the eyes, killing him. and fired 
on the others, but they ran. He hit one, 
however. 
“ When we were in the hospilal, the 
wounded Cuban was brought in. 
The 
man who had shot him raised up and 
yelled: 'There’s the scoundrel I shot. I 
killed one, and I would have killed all 
three if I could. ’ 
That Cuban was the 
only one I heard of getting near enough 
to a bullet to get wounded. They are no 
good.”—New York Presa

Captain Kidd W as U tterly W ithout Any 
Senna o f Honor. 
It is said that Kidd showed no re­ 
pentance when he was tried, but insist­ 
ed that he was the victim of malicious 
persons who swore falsely against him, 
and yet a more thoroughly dishonest 
rascal never sailed under the black flag. 
In the guise of an accredited officer of 
the government he committed the crimes 
he was sent out to suppress. He deceiv­ 
ed his men. He robbed and misused his 
fellow countrymen and his friends, and 
he even descended to the meanness of 
cheating and despoiling the natives of 
the West India islands with whom he 
traded. 
These people were in the habit 
of supplying pirates with food and other 
necessaries, and they always found their 
rough customers entirely honest aud 
willing to pay for what they received, 
for as the pirates made a practice of 
stopping at certain points for supplies 
they wished of course to be on good 
terms with those who furnished them. 
But Kidd had no ideas of honor toward 
people of high or low degree. He would 
trade with the natives as if he Attended 
to treat them fairly and pay for all he 
got, bnt when the time came for him to 
depart aud he was ready to weigh an­ 
chor he would seize all the commodi­ 
ties he could lay his hands on and 
without paying a copper to the distress­ 
ed and indignant Indians he would gay­ 
ly sail away, his black flag flaunting 
derisively in the wind. 
But although in reality Captain Kidd 
was no hero, he has been known for a 
century and more as the great American 
pirate, and his name has been repre­ 
sentative of piracy ever since. 
Years 
after he had been hung, when people 
heard that a vessel w ith a black flag— 
or one which looked black in the dis­ 
tance—flying from its rigging had been 
seen, they forgot that the famous pirate 
was dead and imagined that Captain 
Kidd was visiting their part of the coast 
in order that he might find a good place 
to bury some treasure which it was no 
longer safe for him to carry about.—

RARE OLD DISHES. 


F ried (A ran* ho pp* rn end Scorpion* D elica­ 
cies of the Arabs L o a f Ago. 
Au erudite Egyptian writes in The 
Revne des Revues of the diet of the an­ 
cient Arabs. Dog meat, it appears, was 
one of their favorite dishes, and young 
dogs were as precious in old times among 
the Arabs as spring chickens are among 
the people of today. 
They were also 
fond of cat meat. 
The flesh of a black 
cat had the virtues of curing them of 
the effects of a hoodoo and the evil eye. 
Fried grasshoppers and scorpions also 
formed a very choice dish. The natural­ 
ist, Al-Djahey, who lived in the tenth 
oentury, speaks of his visit to the Ara­ 
bian tribes of Bassorah and of his sur­ 
prise on discovering that they did not 
eat grasshoppers. “ Nevertheless, ’’ says 
he, “ there is nothing more delicious. ’* 
He also says that when he went to see 
his friend, the poet Roobah, he found 
him seated on the ground enjoying a re­ 
past of roast rat. 
Afterward he had 
flied lizards. 
Notwithstanding the almost religious 
worship which the Arabs profess for the 
horse, they ate horseflesh, but only the 
flesh of draft horses, never that of sad­ 
dle horses. 
They ate all sorts of mol­ 
lusks and insects. The Arabs were also 
very fond of black snakes, and they 
hunted them at the time when the rep­ 
tiles were about to change their skins, 
the flesh in that season being extremely 
tender.

Council as usual last evening failed to 
do mach business, but indulged in a 
great deal of talking. 
Every member was present when 
President Marshall called the session to 
order with the remark that he would 
hold each councilman strictly to rules; 
would allow no unnecessary discussion, 
and business would be conducted on 
business principles. It was but a short 
time until this was forgotten and later 
in the evening all councilmen were talk­ 
ing at once 
The minutes were approved, and Mr. 
Ashbaogh asked that the ordinance 
granting a special election for the pur­ 
pose of voting for th* issuing of 115,000 
worth of bonds to build a hospital was 
read for the third time. The date of 
the special election was fixed in the or­ 
dinance as May 14. 1898, but upon 
motion of Mr. Ashbangh it was changed 
to read Aug. 20. Mr. Peach thought it 
might be wise to submit the proposition 
to the voters at the general election in 
November, bot Mr. Ashbangh said if 
the issue carried they might have the 
hospital bnilt yet this fall. The ordi­ 
nance was passed under suspension of 
rales, and on Saturday, Angust 20, the 
people will have another chance to vote 
on the subject. 
A petition from residents of Jethro 
street asked that the street be paved 
from Division street to Jethro street. 
Mach talk 
followed, and finally 
a 
resolution was passed declaring it neces­ 
sary to improve Jethro street from the 
bridge to Division street by paving the en - 
tire roadway, and from Division street to 
the Horn switch by paving the north 15 
feet of the street. 
The street railway 
company will be notified to move the 
track. 
A petition from at least 50 residents of 
East End asked that council improve 
the river road instead of Pennsylvania 
avenue aud said how much cheaper the 
work could be done. It was received. 
Mr. Peach wanted to know if it was the 
intention of the petition to stop the 
work already commenced on Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue. .Mr Marshall explained 
how he had labored long to get a road to 
East End, and now that it was in sight 
some people were trying to throw ob­ 
stacles in the way. 
The fire committee submitted the fol­ 
lowing bids for building the East End 
station : J. J. Weisend, $1,290; Harvey 
McKinnon, $1,330; R. B. Stevenson, 
$1,282. A motion was made to let the 
contract to Stevenson, but Mr. Stewart, 
as usual, 
raised an objection. 
He 
wanted the bids referred to the finance 
committee to ascertain if the money 
was in the funds to pay for the build­ 
ing. 
Mr. Gain told how necessary it 
was to have the building, and after a 
long parley the matter was referred to 
the finance committe who will meet 
Thursday evening and dispose of the 
question. 
Mr. Peach reported that the finance 
committee had made an estimate of the 
amount needed to repair the damage of 


t h e recent rains,and the clerk aud mayor 
were ordered to borrow $3,560 from the 
banks. 
An ordinance was read providing for 
the issuing of bonds to the amount of 
$30,000 in two series. 
Mr. Stewart at 
once started to raise an objection and 
wandered into an aimless discussion 
about Pennsylvania avenue being a poor 
road to improve. 
He was informed that 
he assisted in passing the ordinance pro­ 
viding for the bond issue and Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue was one of the streets 
named. 
He replied that he didn t 
know that he had voted that way. 
The ordinance was passed under a 
suspension of rules after Mr. Stewart 
had raised another objection. 
A resolution declaring it necessary to 
grade Trent vale street from Sheridan 
avenue to the corporate limits was dis­ 
cussed and laid on the table until later 
in the evening, when it passed. 
An ordinance to improve Lisbon street 
from Jethro street to the corporate lim­ 
its. by paving 12 feet of the roadway 
with brick, was passed. 
An ordinance to establish grade lines 
on Persimmon alley from Sixth to Sev­ 
enth street, was referred to the street 
committee. 
An ordinance amending section I of 
the ordinance recently passed to annex 
contiguous territory was read. It pro­ 
vides for the adding of much valuable 


property to the city. 
A large plan was 
submitted by Engineer George, and 
council viewed it, after which the ordi­ 
nance was passed under suspension of 
rules. 
Several councilmen gathered around 
the desk of President Marshall and dis­ 
cussed East End fire station and several 
minutes were wasted, but finally a reso­ 
lution was passed instructing the auditor 
to remit the tax to the residents of Sixth 
street, west of Jefferson street, for lay­ 
ing sidewalks. It will amonnt to $600. 
Solicitor McGarry filed a written 
opinion advising council to reject the 
claims of Thomas Lonnds, 
Thomas 
Pearce, Albert Cartwright and J. M. 
Aten who asked damages by reason of 
the heavy rains a few weeks ago. 
The engineer filed a certificate saying 
there was due Singleton & Cunning­ 
ham 
$1,467.06 for building a cul­ 
vert in Pennsylvania avenue. 
Mr. 
Stewart objected at once and said 
he had thought he voted for a bridge 
across Pennsylvania avenue and not a 
culvert. It was referred to the finance 
committee as was a claim of $300 from 
Thomas 
McLaughlin 
for 
grading 
Minerva street. 
Mr. Cain remarked 
tlMt if some of the members of council 
would go into the contracting business 
they woald realize that men had to be 
paid, and a contractor should not be 
kept out of his money for two or three 
weeks. 
Mr. Stewart again raised objection 
and said the money should first be pro­ 
vided before improvements were made, 
and Solicitor McGarry read the law on 
the subject, but the matter had been re­ 
hashed so often the members paid but 
little attention to it. 
The proposition of the Pennsylvania 
company to pay $5,800 toward sewering 
Tanyard run was accepted. 
The solicitor was instructed to look up 
the title of a lot at the West End bridge 
which the city recently purchased from 
N. U. Walker, as it was understood 
that Col. H. R. Hill held a tax title. 
Mr. Peach reported that the street 
committee had decided to pave the gut­ 
ters at the west end of Fourth street 
and carry the water that way rather 
than improve Church alley. 
He stated 
that it was the best and cheapest plan. 
The Diamond pump was placed in the 
bands of the fire committee, with in­ 
structions to have it put in first-class 
condition and kept running. 
Clerk Hanley was instructed to notify 
the electric light company of a feed 
wire that was too close to the West End 
bridge. In calling attention to the mat­ 
ter Mr. Peach remarked that if a man 
would catch hold of the wire and bridge 
at the same time there would be a 
'‘strange face in heaven.” 
Clerk Hanley was instructed to notify 
W. A. Hill and George Gaston to im­ 
prove their pavements in the Diamond, 
also the water works in Second street 
and George Smith in Seventh street. 
The street committee recommended 
that Woodlawn avenue, Spring street 
and Basil avenue be graded but no 
action was taken. 
A motion was passed to grade Oak 
street, and Mr. Ashbangh wanted coun­ 
cil to instruct H. Rinehart to proceed 
with the work of paving Jethro street, 
bot was informed by President Marshall 
that the work would have to be bid 
upon.* Mr. Ashbangh said Mr. Rine­ 
hart had been doing a great deal of pav­ 
ing in the street and President Marshall 
remarked that "it would have been a 
great deal better if the work had been 
done in accordance with the contract.” 
Mr. Ashbaugh then wanted council to 
advertise for bids at once, but was told 
an ordinance had to be passed first. 
Mr. Peach spoke of sewer district No. 
2, and said something shonld be done, 
and Mr. Buxton also made an appeal. 
They were informed that the matter had 
gone as far as possible at the present 
time. 
A motion was passed to pay for one 
fire plug recently pat in by the Sebring 
company, 
and 
Knowles, Taylor &

How th# Traders In M oney Enable Snit 
T illers to W ork. 
How does a bank help the farmer? 
W ith lh© approach of the tim e for 
plowing and planting, seeds and fer­ 
tilizer w ill be necessary. 
How can the 
farm er buy them if the last season was 
a poor one? 
He bas spent all of his 
earnings in running the household d a r­ 
ing the long winter. 
He goes to the 
dealer iu fertilizer in the nearest vil­ 
lage and asks, “ W hat is the price of 
fertilizer a ton?” 
“ Fifty dollars,’’ the dealer replies. 
“ Well, I w ill nyod two tons, and 
th at w ill am ount to $100.’’ 
“ Yes. Take it along now?” 
“ I haven’t the ready cash just now, 
b u t” — 
“ Oh, th a t’s all right. I know you’re 
good for i t 
Take it along and give me 
your note payable in four months. 
By 
th at tim e your crops w ill be yielding a 
profit.' ’ 
The farm er gives his note; the dealer 
indorses it and gives it in payment to 
the wholesaler from whom he gets the 
fertilizer; the wholesaler sends 
to the 
m anufacturer of the fertilizer, who in 
turn takes it to his bank and borrows 
the money on it less the interest. 
The farm er gets his seed in the same 
way and at the tim e of the expiration 
of the notes is able to meet his obliga­ 
tions. 
Thus, instead of the farm er being 
compelled to w ait until he can get the 
cash to pay before he can buy the fer­ 
tilizer and seed, he obtains them when 
be needs them. 
The dealer, instead of 
having to w ait until the farm er gets the 
money before he can sell his goods, sells 
them in the proper season and receives 
w hat is to him practically oaah 
The 
wholesaler receives from the retailer 
what is a* good as cash to him, and the 
m anufacturer receives virtually cash 
from the wholesaler. 
How would all this be possible were 
it uot that the hankers had collected the 
idle money of other people and were 
able to leud it out to good advantage? 
The farm would go unplanted; tho 
ground would go untilled; there would 
be no crops to yield a profit 
T h at a where the bauk helps the 
farm er —New York Press.

Against Yellow Fever.

The City of Berlin, the big transport 
the International Navigation com ­ 
pany. will carry the First and Second 
United States immune regiments, com­ 


m a n d ed respectively by Colonel Riche 
aud Colonel Hood, to Santiago to act as 
the garrison ol that town. 
These regiments are wholly white 
and are sent to Santiago first because 
they have been the longest organized 
and are in the most efficient condition; 
int, while efficient, they are not im ­ 
mune, according to the popular accept­ 
ance of the term. 
As a m atter of fact, 
it is doubtful if 6 per cent of the mem- 
knj of the First immune regiment are 
proof against yellow fever, and probably 
not more than 30 per cent of the Second 
have seen or been near that disease. The 
act creating these regiments did not say 
immune against yellow fever, but sim ­ 
ply against tropical disease, a somewhat 
vague expression. The moment the bill 
was passed there was a rush of volun­ 
teers, and the services of three white 
aud two negro regiments, composed ex­ 
clusively, or nearly so, of immunes, 
were tendered from New Orleans alone, 
but the offers had to be declined. 
The 
First immune regiment was assigned to 
Texas, and when it was organized the 
immune provision was altogether ig­ 
nored. This was done on the ground 
that the law said nothing about yellow 
fever, and, secondly, because of the diffi­ 
culty of determining whether or not an 
enlisted man was immune. The doctor 
does not usually give a patient a certifi­ 
cate that he has had yellow fever, and 
the only proof of im munity—and that 
is by no means an absolute one—is the 
fact that one has been in a city where 
an epidemic of yellow fever has prevail­ 
ed. As the last Texas epidemic occurred 
rn 1867 and the fever then appeared in 
only a few coast towns it will be seen 
that the chances of a recruit from Texas 
being an immune are very small. 
The 
First immune regiment is therefore so 
only in name. The fact that it comes 
from a southern state may make it 
slightly more proof against tropical dis­ 
eases. but the differences in this respect 
between it and any ordinary regular 
regiment of the United States army is 
small. 
The Second immune regiment was 
assigned to Louisiana aud is a little 
more nearly immune than the First. 
Colonel Hood lost both his father (Gen­ 
eral J. B. Hood of Confederate fame) 
and his mother of yellow fever in the 
epidemic of 1879 and is himself an im ­ 
mune. The New Orleans part of his 
regiment is also immune. The fact that 
the regiment was recruited at Coving­ 
ton, near New Orleans, attracted to it a 
number of recruits from that city and 
renders it relatively more nearly im ­ 
mune than the First. 
There is no lack of yellow fever im ­ 
munes in the United States army. The 
only trouble is that, instead of being 
concentrated in regiments, they have 
teen scattered among a soore or rn ora 
The Second Louisiana volunteers is far 
wore immune than either of the two so 
called immune regiments. 
It comes 
wholly from New Orleans, where yel­ 
low fever epidemics have made m jet of 
the population immune. 
Fully 99 per 
cent of its officers and men have had 
yellow fever or nursed it, and it could 
I* stationed anywhere in Cuba without 
danger. Nearly half the men of the 
*lfst Louisiana are immune. The Sec­ 
ond Mississippi and the First Alabama 
fontal ii many immunes. 
So does the 
liUh United States volunteers, while 
^ Ninth United States volunteers (ool- 
or*d) contains more than 90 per cent of 
immune*., 11 of the 12 companies being 
*tom New Orleans. 
The war fever bas raged perhaps more 
violently in New Orleans than in any 
other part of the country, and the city 
c,’Iirributcd more than ten times its 
^uota and lias filled up the scanty regi- 
“mats of Alabama aud Mississippi. The 
Gri*l districts of the southwest have 
f ,r behind their quotas, and their

First) hung fire. It was found to be im­ 
possible to get a full regiment from the 
parishes. The country companies of mi­ 
litia dwindled wonderfully when sub­ 
jected to medical examination; one com­ 
pany finally got down to SO men, and it 
took three companies to make one. 
It 
was necessary to give one entire bat­ 
talion to New Orleans, while Company 
A came also from the city. 
The ranks, 
moreover, of the depleted companies 
were tilled out by New Orleans men un­ 
til now the First Louisiana, which is 
supposed to represent the rural districts 
of Louisiana, contains more city than 
country men. 
Thus these two infantry 


regiments contain 1,900 men from New 
Orleans and 600 men from the rest of 
Louisiana. When in the second call the 
president asked for three companies of 
artillery, Governor Foster, taught by 
experience, called for two from New 
Orleans and one from the rest of the 
state. Filially, the Louisiana naval m i­ 
litia, 500 strong, comes altogether from 
New Orleans. 
This makes a total of 
2,600 furnished by the city to tie state 
service, as against 700 by the rest of 
the state. 
As the population stands as 
one to five the city, it will be seen, 
furnished in proportion 15 times as 
many men as the country. 
This includes, however, only the state 
volunteers. 
The United States organ­ 
ized in this district three volunteer reg­ 
iments of immunes—the Second, Fifth 
aud Ninth. 
The Second was intended 
for Louisiana, but more than half the 
regiment came from New Orleans; the 
Ninth (colored) contains ll city com 
panics out of 12; the Fifth (white) has 
its headquarters at Columbus, Miss. It 
was intended to include volunteers from 
Alabama and Mississippi, but as it was 
found impossible to get enough recruits 
from these states recruiting offices were 
opened in New Orleans. Entire compa­ 
nies have gone from here, as, for in­ 
stance, W hitaker’s and Underwood’s, 
to fill out the Alabama and Mississippi 
quota. 
These three regiments contain 
2,400 men from New Orleans. 
Finding what an excellent field New 
Orleans was for recruiting, the Eight­ 
eenth and Twenty-third United States 
regular infantry and the Fifth cavalry 
while here opened recruiting offices and 
picked up 450 men without difficulty, 
and now Mississippi, finding it impos­ 
sible to raise its third regiment, has 
opened recruiting offices in New Or­ 
leans and will fill its quota here. These 
last recuits will bring the total of New 
Orleans volunteers up to 5,700 or 5,900, 
including the navy enlistments. 
This 
may not seem large for Greater New 
York, but it is actually 12 times the 
quota that the city was called onto fur­ 
nish and is equivalent to an enlistment 
of from 75,000 to 77,000 men in New 
York city. 
If so many men were taken 
out of Manhattan just now, the city 
could not but mise them, and New Or­ 
leans is missing its volunteers in many 
ways. 
The explanation of the large number 
of enlistments here, aside from any pa 
triotic ardor, is the very strong love of 
adventure, for which the city has a1 
ways been noted, aud the fact that snm 
mer is a dull season here, when a large 
proportion of the population has little 
if any work. 
The disposition to regard 
the war as likely to be a short one has 
tempted hundreds of young men to en 
list in the belief that it will be over anc. 
they w ill be back at work in the fall 
when business is brisk. Moreover, the 
climate of Cuba and yellow fever have 
less terror for the average New Orleans 
man than for the resident of any other 
oity in the United States. 
The withdrawal of the large number 
of young men is having a very market I 
effect in many ways in New Orleans. 
There is a great scarcity of young men. 
Nor is the fact to be overlooked that it 
has had its effect on the police news. 
“ The police force feels the effect of the 
war very perceptibly,’’ said the super­ 
intendent of the New Orleans police the 
other day, and he pointed to the list of 
arrests as proof of it. The chief did not 
mean to reflec t in any way on the Loui 
siaua soldiers, who probably include as 
large a proportion of men of high social 
rank as any war has seen called forth, 
but only to point to the fact that the 
withdrawal of some 6,000 of the most 
active young men of New Orleans had 
made the city a great deal quieter aud 
arrests far fewer. 
“ The arrests are far 
fewer,” continued thechief. “ TheLou- 
lsiana regiments took with them many 
men who gave us a great deal of trou­ 
ble, aud they will make good soldiers, 
I have no doubt. The officers often refer 
to So-and-so aud wonder how he is get­ 
ting on in camp and whether he likes 
his new quarters better than tile police 
station. The army discipline will act as 
a genuine reformatory for many of the 
wild young fellows who have gone out 
with the Louisiana troops. 
The train­ 
ing, the m ilitary life, the strict obedi­ 
ence to orders, will make men out of 
them. I, for one, will watch the career 
and record of many a member of these 
Louisiana regiments who is known to 
us quite intimately, and I expect to see 
them come back more orderly and law- 
abiding. ” 
The police record proves the truth of 
Chief Caster’s statement. 
There has 
been no police news in New Orleans of 
any moment since the war began. There 
are some who think this is due to the 
fact that interest in the war has swal­ 
lowed up interest in everything else, 
but the police say that if 6,000 athletic 
young men are taken out of a city <4 
250,000 people it will be fur more or 
derly and quiet than heretofore. New 


Orleans has never been better Denavea 
in its two centuries of existence than 
since this Spanish war began.—New 
York Sun.

ON SISTER ABIGAIL. 


Bent, but tall, with sparse whiskers 
seldom trimmed, nearly 70 years old. 
Uncle Uriah used to sit in the poker 
game in Omaha, his long, thin fingers 
tremblingly placing his chips and his 
old eyes glittering as he timorously 
skinned his hand. Pathetically like L it­ 
tle N ell’s grandfather he looked some­ 
times, but he was at no desperate shift 
to obtain a stake, for he was the pos­ 
sessor of a competence, and he brought 
into the game the saving grace of the 
parsimony to which he had been habit­ 
uated in his earlier days in a New 
Hampshire home. 
He never bought 
more than $5 worth of chips at a time. 
These he would for the most part ante 
away waiting for aces or better, and 
when he finally did get a good hand a 
bare call represented the climax of his 
enterprise. 
In those days there was always a 
game on Sunday afternoons, and Uncle 
Uriah, although a devout Methodist, 
could be counted upon to arrive directly 
after service and to sit in until the time 
for afternoon Sunday school. The boys 
used to joke him at first and ask bim if 
he had sneaked his stake out of the con­ 
tribution box, but to this question and 
to all others of similar levity he op­ 
posed a scared seriousness which showed 
that his passion for the game was more 
a weakness than a vice. 
Uncle Uriah lived with his two sis­ 
ters—Abigail, aged 68, and Ann, aged 
55. 
In New Hampshire they had been 
called “ the girls, ” but in Omaha the

A proposi 
tion has been made and is now being 
investigated by the board of trade. Of it 
the Patriot says: 
“ Parties from Akron are looking up 
a location for a pottery plant of large 
size, and among other towns they have 
visited Lisbon. 
They propose to make 
fine porcelain ware, and claim that a 
jobber in Cleveland will take the entire 
product. 
The plant will employ about 
125 men and boys. most of whom will 
be skilled workmen. 
The payroll will 
run about $2,000 each two weeks. 
Lis­ 
bon can have this plant if it will pay 
enough, but these pottery men all have 
inflated ideas of the value of their 
plants, and they generally want more 
bonus than the plant is worth. Our 
board of trade will consider the matter 
and submit a proposition.” 
The] Lisbon Journal in touching on 
the m atter says: 
“ Mr. Thomas Worcester and A. J. 
Swinhart, of Akron, were in the city to­ 
day conferring with members of the 
board of trade and others, with a view 
to building a whiteware pottery here. 
Mr. Worcester is a practical potter, and 
for the past three years has been one of 
the principal stockholders of the Akron 
China company, but recently withdrew 
from that concern, and in company 
with Mr. Swinhart and several monied 
men of Akron is looking for a location 
to establish a pottery for the manufac 
ture of high grade table china. ”

W a s h in g t o n , Ju ly 27.—The Spanish 
governm ent has sued for peace, not in ­ 
directly through the great powers of 
Europe, but by a direct appeal to Presi­ 
dent M cKinley. 
The proposition was 
form ally subm itted to the president 
about 3 o ’clock yesterday afternoon by 
the French ambassador, M. Jules Cam- 
boa, who 
had received 
instructions 
from the foreign office at Paris to de­ 
liver to the U nited States governm ent 
the tender of peace form ulated by the 
Spanish m inistry. 
At the conclusion 
of the conference between the president 
and the French ambassador, the follow­ 
ing official statem ent was issued from 
the W hite House: 
“ The French ambassador on behalf 
of the governm ent of Spain, and by 
direction of the Spanish m inister of 
foreign affairs, presented to the presi­ 
dent this 
afternoon, at the 
W hite 
House, a message from the Spanish gov­ 
ernm ent looking to the term ination of 
the war, and the settlem ent of term s 
of peace.” 
This was the only official statem ent 
made public, but it sufficed to put at 
rest all conjecture, and to make it clear 
aud definite th at at last Spain had taken 
the initiative tow ard peace. 
Although 
peace rum ors have been current alm ost 
daily heretofore since the w ar began 
not one of them had the shadow of 
foundation aud until the French am ­ 
bassador 
received 
instructions from 
Pans late Monday night, no overtures 
of any kind had been received. Shortly 
before m idnight Monday night a dis­ 
patch to the French embassy made it 
known to the embassy th at the am bas­ 
sador would be charged w ith the im ­ 
portant mission of opening peaca nego­ 
tiations in behalf of S^am. 
The com­ 
plete instructions, including an official

from

Rio, 
Spanish m inister of foreign affairs, 
were 
received 
yesterday 
m orning. 
Thereupon M. Thiebeaut, first secretary 
ut the embassy, called at the state de­ 
partm ent. and asked th at an hoar be 
appointed tor a call by Ambassador 
Lambon. on the president. 
The pur­ 
pose of the call was not stated. 
It was 
arranged at the W hite House th at the 
call should be made about 3 o’clock. M. 
Uambou iir.it w ent to the-state depart­ 
m ent, where lie was joined by Secre­ 
tary Day, aud the two then proceeded 
together to the W hite House. 
The call 
lasted about half an hour, and after the 
first form alities had been executed bv 
M| Cam bon, the talk bec me general. 
and quit.* informal, the president, the 
ambassador aud the secretary of state 
discussing the outlook for a conclusion 
of hostilities.

The proposition subm itted by the 
ambassador acting for the Spanish gov­ 
ernm ent was quite general in term s, 
and was contintHi to the one essential 
point of an earnest mea th at negotia­ 
tions be opened for the purpose OI 
term inating the w ar and a rm in g ai 
term s of i>caoe, 
The communication 
of tile {spanish governm ent, it was said. 
did not suggest any specific term s of 
peace, nor was any reference, it was 
rumored, made to Cuba, the Philip­ 
pines, Porto Rico, or other Spanish 
possessions. 
The evident purpose of 
the Madrid authorities was to first learn 
w hether the United States would treat 
on the snbj ct of peace aud after that 
to take up suoh term s as the two parties 
w ight suggest. 
ii was nnully determined th at the 
president would consult the membe;s 
of his cabinet concerning the proposi­ 
tion, aud alter a decision had been ar 
lived at M. Cain bon would then be in­ 
vited to the W hite House for a further 
conference aud for a final answer from 
the United {states governm ent. 
Before 
the call closed, a brief official memo­ 
randum was agreed upon, in order to 
set at rest misleading conjecture aud to 
give to the public inform ation ou a 
subject which had advanced beyoud 
the point where diplomatic reserve was 
essential. 
It is generally understood that a spec- 
tai cabinet m eeting will be held in 
order to make prompt reply to the 
proposition.

JACK AND HIS GROG. 


SAILORS' D E V IC E S 
FOR 
SM U G G L IN G 


LIQ U O R A B O A R D SHIP. 


‘‘There is perhaps less drunkenness 
among the enlisted men of the United 
States navy than among the men for­ 
ward of any of the w orld’s big sea fit 
outs, ” said a naval officer of experience 
to the w riter. 
‘‘Drunkenness passed 
w ith the old navy. 
In the days of the 
old Tuscarora or the Tennessee, as the 
sailors put it, it was a common enough 
thing to see about three-quarters of a 
ship’s company returning from shore 
liberty in such a state that they had to 
be hoisted over the side 
in bosun’s 
chairs to save the trouble of carrying 
them up the gangway. But th at sort of 
thing is no longer endured. 
Men who 
go ashore after having rem ained aboard 
ship for a considerable period lire ex­ 
pected by the officer of the deck to re­ 
turn just a trifle exhilarated, but they 
never return quite incapable. 
‘‘Men who exhibit the slightest indi­ 
cations of being addicted to drink are 
turned down flatly by the examining 
surgeons when they present themselves 
for enlistm ent nowadays. The surgeons 
tell me that they can tell from a m an’s 
eyes w hether he has ever suffered severe­ 
ly from excessive drinking, no m atter 
how long the man may have abstained 
from drink before seeking enlistm ent. 
“ If men addicted to drink do happen 
to get by the exam ining surgeon and re­ 
veal their weakness by going on tears 
every tim e they go ashore, the navy 
gets rid of them by sim p ly ‘beaching’ 
them —that is, by putting them on the 
beach w ith their bags and hammocks 
wherever their ship may happen to be 
in a borne port. 
A man cannot be 
‘beached’ for any cause in a foreign 
country. 
‘‘There are, of course, any num ber of 
men in the navy, and rattlin g fine sail- 
ormen, too, who have a natural predi­ 
lection for drink, and these men the 
officers keep an eye ou for their own 
good. Sailors are bound to try to smug­ 
gle liquor aboard ship. 
If they drink 
considerably on their shore liberties, 
they know that when 
they return 
aboard they are in for ‘big heads’ when 
they awaken in their hammocks the 
next morning, aud in trying to safely 
bring a bit of liquor off to the ship they 
have in m ind the taking of ‘a hair of 
the dog’ to sort af ease them up when 
they tu rn to at ‘all hands’ the next 
morning. 
“ Sometimes they get the liquor safe­ 
ly aboard, but generally they do not. 
Every enlisted man on a United States 
man-of-war, except the chief m aster at 
arms and the top sergeant of marines, is 
searched at the gangway upon his re­ 
turn from shore liberty by the gangway 
corporal of the m arine guard, under the 
inspection of the officer of the deck, for 
the purpose of ascertaining if he has 
any liquor concealed about his clothes. 
The men have picked up some ingenious 
schemes for smuggling liquor in such a 
way th at the corporal of the guard is 
fooled. 
For example, the men on the 
China station buy long eelskins from 
the ooolies, fill the skins w ith about 
a quart of liquor aud wind them around 
their necks beneath the collars of their 
shirts. 
“ It took the officers on the China sta­ 
tion a long w hile to get on to this 
scheme. 
Thou the men who felt that 
they surely needl'd a drink the next 
m orning after returning from liberty 1 
disoovtft-ed the plan of filling a rubber 
bag w ith liquor w hile ashore and of 
stowing the bag next to their waist- I 
balds. 
H ie liquor smugglers, who ob­ 
served that the searching corporal only 
parsed his hands up and down on the 
outride of their clothes, then resorted 
to the plau of tying bottles of liquor 
w ith string on the inner side of their 
legs, beneath their trousers, but any 
searching corporal knows all about this 
one now adays 
“ The oox’un of the steam cutter, who 
makes dozens of trips ashore a day 
when the cutter is ‘running boat,’ has 
to be carefully watched, for he is liable 
to be tampered with by the men who 
want liquor pretty badly, and his op- j 
porruuitioa for getting liquor aboard 
are many. 
Every once in awhile, upon 
the c u tter’s return to the ship, it is 
searched by the officer of the deck, and 
the latter often finds liquor neatly 
stowed among the cutter coal, in the 
cutter bilges or even in the boiler tanks. 
When this happens, the cox’un of the 
cutter is in trouble. He gets a big rake 
off from the men for his liquor smug­ 
gling, which accounts for the chances 
he w ill take 
“ The ship’s painter has to be watched I 
too. 
He is a petty officer, and he has 
charge of the ship s alcohol, which is 
chiefly used for the making of shellac 
to oaiut the lower decks. 


“ Some of the sailors like a dose of 
alcohol mixed with coffee for ‘toning 
and sobering up purposes, and as the 
ship’s painter is occasionally corruptible 
und carries the keys of the alcohol tanks 
there is quite a little drinking of this 
m ixture on some of the ships where old 
tim ers predominate. 
The old flat feet 
have indeed been known to drink the 
shellac after it has been prepared for 
the sake of the alcohol in it, aud there 
is an expression in the navy among the 
enlisted men, ‘If you see a jackie comb­ 
ing his mustache with a m arline spike, 
you know what he’s been at, that is 
very significant. 
“ But for all this, as I say, there is 
an
